Italian Marco Lucchinelli, ex-500cc 
World Champion and winner of the 
Daytona Battle of The Twins event, 
is on the point ol virtual retirement 
[rom motorcycle racing. “T may do a 
race or two in Italy for Ducati, but I 
will not be riding the Cagiva in any 
Grands Prix this year. I have got fed 
up being the only rider on the 500cc 
and everyone blamed me for the fact 
that the bike was not competitive. I 
am going to race a Formula 3000 
Lola and see how I get along with car 
racing. You never know, I might be 
good like Hailwood or useless like 
Ago. I would also like one more 
chance on a good GP machine just 
for the Italian GP at Monza.” 





Anton Mang won the 100-mile 
Daytona Formula Two race on Dun- 
lop radial tires, and although the 
rear was used in 1985 Grands Prix, 
the front had not even been tested 
on a 250 before the start of speed 
week. Michelin had been using 
radials front and rear on 250s in 
1985 but Dunlop wanted to make 
a new molding rather than go the 
Michelin route of using radial con- 
struction in a cross-ply shape. Dun- 
lop's Peter Ingley, the tire techni- 
cian looking after Mang at Daytona 
claimed that creating a new mold 
shape was the only way to make 
full use of the lightness of the 
radial construction. Mang com- 
mented that the large contact patch 
afforded by the radial construc- 
tion was a real advantage. ''| can 
go into the corners on the brakes 
much deeper with the radial.'' The 
same tire was tested by Wayne 
Gardner on the works NSR500 V- 
four Hondain the Australian Swann 
Series before Christmas. 


Freddie Spencer did not ride at Day- 
tona after totally dominating the event 
in 1985. The official reason for his 
absence was given by American Hon- 
da; Spencer had a sinus infection and 
after suffering a virus infection had 
lost weight and was not fit to ride. On 
a television interview Spencer men- 
tioned personal problems. 


John Long rode an RS250 Honda 
at Daytona sponsored by the Miami 
Kubans racing team, a group of 
expatriate Cubans led by real 
estate millionaire Raul Placencia. 
Using Kuban with a K to disasso- 
ciate themselves from the com- 
munist regime in their old home- 
land, the team flag is a combination 
of U.S. and Cuban designs. Pla- 
cencia was an enthusiast before 
he moved to the U.S. but the sport 
is very limited in Cuba. He has 
spent his seven years in Miami 
making his fortune from real est- 
ate and now has great plans for the 
team, concentrating their efforts 
inthe U.S. Championships in 1986 
but looking to Europe and the 
World Championship in 1987. 
Along with Long on the 250, vete- 
ran Cuban Ralph Ferrer campaigns 
a Suzuki Superbike. 


Effective April 1, 1986, the AMA will 
require a minimum of $100,000 spec- 
tator liability insurance and an equal 
amount of participant liability insu- 
rance on all sanctioned events, includ- 


ing road events. That required min- 
imum insurance will cost sanction 
holders. $464 for one-day off-road 
events and $186 for one-day road 
events. At a liability insurance sem- 
inar held at Daytona Beach, Florida, 
during Cycle Week, AMA president 
Ed Youngblood admitted that the 
insurance requirement would result 
in many events, particularly. road 
events such as poker runs, being run 
without an AMA sanction. “This 
(insurance requirement) is going to 
hurt the AMA. It's going to be a very 
bad year financially," said Young- 
blood, who had stressed the need for 


liability insurance to seminar atten- 


dees. 


Three-time Grand National Cham- 
pion Jay Springsteen, who finished 
fifth aboard a Super Team Yamaha 
FZ750 in his first-ever Daytona 


200, described his first practice 


session ride on the bike: “It was 
like my first ride on a big motor 
(Harley-Davidson XR750) on dirt. 
You know, the kick in the butt you 
get when you first gas it. I've been 
riding XRs for 10 years or so now 
and have probably gotten to the 
point where they don't open my 
eyes all that wide. But that FZ sure 
did.” 


Didier deRadigues, the Belgian star 
who finished second in the 1982 350cc 
World Championship on a special 
French-built Chevallier Yamaha is 
back with the same engineer after a 
year’s break in which he rode NS500 
Hondas for Honda Benelux. He now 
has the use of the NS, which will be 
mounted in brand-new aluminum 
Chevallier frames for the start of the 
season with a more radical carbon- 
fiber frame to follow. Backing is 
coming from Philishave but there 
does not seem to be enough money to 
run Frenchman Thierry Espie, who 
raced a Chevallier Honda last year. 


Ex-250cc World Champion Carlos 
Lavado of Venezuela has gained 
HB sponsorship for his Grand Prix 
effort on the works V-twin 250cc 
Venemotos Yamaha. Along with 
the 250cc Hondas of Harald Eckl 
and Reinhold Roth, who raced at 
Daytona, HB is also sponsoring a 
third West German, Manfred Her- 
weh on the Italian Rotax-engined 
Aprilia. That makes for confusion 
as Herweh's Aprilia teammates 
Loris Reggiani and Stefano Carac- 
chi are Marlboro-sponsored riders. 
Lavado's fellow works Yamaha 
pilots Tadahiko Taira and Martin 
Wimmer are part of Agostini's 
Marlboro Team. Wimmer was to 
be at Daytona but there was no 
V-twin ready for him to race. 


West Germany’s Reinold Roth on 
qualifying for the Daytona Formula 
Two race with slower riders on the 
track: “Some of the Americans are 
dreaming on the bike. I have to push 
them out of the way to make space in 
the chicane.” Roth, however, had the 
most problems with Spaniard Carlos 
Cardus. When Roth came in the pits 
during qualifying to change the gear- 
ing, he found his rear wheel with the 
needed 32-tooth sprocket was gone. 
Cardus' mechanic apparently told 
Roth's mechanic that it was okay that 
Cardus used the 32-tooth sprocket. 
The result was Cardus qualifying 
third while Roth qualified fourth.

Kork Ballington may race Bob Mac- 
Lean's RS500 Hondas in the AMA 
Camel Pro Road Racing Series For- 
mula One races after a scheduled test 
session at Willow Springs. Four-time 
World Champion and winner of 31 
Grands Prix in the 250 and 350cc 
classes on Yamahas and Kawasakis, 
Ballington has had few races since 
Kawasaki disbanded its 500cc GP 
team at the end of the 1983 season. 
Apart from a couple of outings in 
Japan on four-strokes, Ballington 
had spent his time at home in South 
Africa looking after his business 
interests. The less-than-bright pros- 
pects for business in South Africa and 
the uncertain political situation have 
contributed to Ballington's push to 
get himself back into racing circles 
and he commented that he was plea- 
santly surprised just how much he 
enjoyed getting back into the riding 
at Daytona. 


Stephane Mertens of Belgium, who 
finished 10th in the Daytona For- 
mula Two race, was hobbling 
around the pits on crutches. Appar- 
ently the Johnson cigarette team 
member had a knee operation last 


year and reinjured himself while 


jogging prior to Daytona. 


Former World Speedway Champion 
Bruce Penhall will conduct the Bruce 
Penhall World Champion School of 
Speedway, March 22-23 at Ascot Park, 
Gardena, California. The two-day 
training school costs $225 and only 
30 students will be accepted. For 
more information, contact Pete at 
213/329-8309. 
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The possible strikes that threatened 
to upset the 1986 World Cham- 
pionship Grands Prix seem to have 
been avoided since riders repre- 
sentative Mike Trimby and 250cc 
star Martin Wimmer have hammer- 
ed out an agreement with the 
Grand Prix promoters headed by 
Dutch TT man Jaap Timmer. Com- 
pared with the original demand for 
100% prize money increase across 
the board, the result for this year 
may not seem impressive as the 
top stars receive nothing, but 
500cc competitors who finish from 
15th down will now receive 2000 
Swiss Francs for qualifying, which 
is a 200% improvement over 1985 
and boosts the privateer's income. 
All the top stars agreed this was 1 
the most important as itis the thin 
competition in the 500cc class 
that is damaging the sport. For 
1987, the FIM has agreed to an 
across-the-board increase of 3096 
for all classes and a yearly revision 
after that. Not all the riders will be 
pleased with the outcome after 
going for 100%, and both Eddie 
Lawson and Toni Mang said at 
Daytona they were not thrilled. 
Trimby said he thought the result 
was good as it had been obtained 
without a strike which may have 
resulted in a rider split which would 
have been very damaging to further 
progress. 


The HB Cigarette-sponsored Honda 
250cc road racing team of Reinold 
Roth and Harald Eckl have an easy 
way around a law in Germany that 
prohibits the advertising of tobacco . 
products at the races. The owner of 
the bikes is German Hartmut Bischoff; 
thus the initials HB can be left on the 
bike even at the West German Grand 
Prix. 


Anton Mang was under the impres- 
sion that tobacco advertising was 
also illegal in the United States. 
Mang said his Honda NSR250 
was not painted in Rothmans colors 
because he thought you had to be 
American to advertise tobacco in 
the U.S. The problem was quickly 
corrected with some Rothmans 
stickers.

Eddie Lawson won the Arai Superbike 200 
at Daytona International Speedway at record- 
breaking speed on his Yamaha FZ750-based 
race bike,leading all but three of the 57 laps 


on the 3.56-mile course. Law- 
son also qualified fastest and 


won his heat race, and he earned 
$20,065 for his victory in the 
main event, which carried a $105,000 
purse. Kevin Schwantz was second on 
the Yoshimura Suzuki GSXR750, 51 
seconds behind Lawson, with Team 
Honda's Fred Merkel third and Wayne 


Rainey fourth, both on VFR750F- 
based Superbikes. 


Lawson's victory marked Yamaha's 
first Superbike win; since Superbike 
races now pay points toward the 
AMA Camel Pro Series Road Racing 
Championship, it also marked 1981- 
1982 Superbike Champion Lawson's 
first Camel Pro National win. 








Three-time AMA Grand National 


Champion Jay Springsteen was fifth 
on a Super Team Yamaha FZ750, the 
only finisher with 56 laps; Lawson, 
Schwantz, 1984-1985 Superbike 
Champion Merkel and 1983 Super- 
bike Champion Rainey all completed 
57 laps; sixth-place Rueben McMur- 
ter (Yam), seventh-place Vesa Kulta- 
lahti (Yam) from Finland, eighth- 
place John Ashmead (Hon), ninth- 
place Anders Andersson (Suz) from 
Sweden and 10th-place Dan Walker 
(Yam) all finished 55 laps. 

Lawson's race time of one hour, 54 
minutes, 49.656 seconds for an aver- 
age speed of 106.030 mph shattered 
the previous records of one hour, 58 
minutes, 13.067 seconds and 102.989 
mph set by Freddie Spencer in 1985. 
Spencer never showed up at Daytona 
and his entry was withdrawn; Honda 
spokesmen said that Spencer had a 
sinus infection, had lost 15 pounds 
recently, and had personal problems; 
spokesmen also said that Spencer's 
illness was more serious than the 
announced sinus infection, but re- 
fused to elaborate and said that any 
further comment would have to come 
from Spencer, who was unavailable 
prior to presstime. 
. Spencer's reported problems con- 
trasted sharply with Lawson 's lack of 
any problems; the results of Law- 
son's hard training program and his 
determination were obvious in his 
meticulous, hard-charging approach 
to practice, qualifying and the race 
itself. 

Lawson qualified on the pole with 
a fastest lap of one minute, 56.228 
seconds, just 0.2 second faster than 
Rainey's 1:56.423. That's not surpris- 
ing; the two hooked up in qualifying 
and drafted around the track. 
Schwantz was third fastest at 1:57.249, 
running alone, with Yoshimura's 
Satoshi Tsujimoto fourth at 1:59.032. 
Mike Baldwin was fifth fastest at 
1:59.034 and Merkel sixth at 1:59.320. 


Qualifying was much closer than 
in recent years, with the top six riders 
within three seconds of the pole and 
the top 10 within four seconds. The 
spread from the pole to 25th fastest 
was nine seconds, and the slowest 
qualifier in the field of 80 riders was 
about 12 seconds a lap slower than 


low) Doug Toland's front tire.

Lawson, far less than the 30-second 
qualifying spread in 1985. With a 
massive 160 entries, half the riders 
never made it to the 1986 starting 
grid. 

Speed traps set up on the banking 
during pre-race practice reinforced 
the idea that the Yamaha of Lawson, 
the Honda of Rainey and the Suzuki 
of Schwantz were close in perfor- 
mance. Trap speeds can't be consi- 
dered absolute measures because not 
every bike is clocked every lap. But 
Rainey was caught at 171.42 mph, 
compared to Lawson's 170.13 mph 
and Schwantz's 169.17 mph. 

Despite being in his first full sea- 
son of Superbike racing, Schwantz 
was anything but pleased at qualify- 
ing third fastest. “Damn!” he said in 
the Yoshimura pit after making the 
front row behind Lawson and Rai- 
ney. “T'm still third. That really pisses 
me off!" A bystander reminded 
Schwantz that Lawson was World 
Champion and Rainey was Super- 
bike Champion when Schwantz was 
still riding stock 600cc street bikes in 
club races, and suggested he relax a 
little. Schwantz just shrugged. 

Qualifying wasn't the end of the 
race preliminaries. For the first time, 
two $25,000-purse heat races (paying 
$3500 to win) were held to determine 
grid position for riders who didn't 
qualify on the front row. (The five 
fastest qualifiers were locked into a 
front-row start). That was good for 
riders whose machines blew up dur- 
ing their timed qualifying session, 
and it allowed riders to make changes 
prior to the start of the 200. Riders 
who crashed or encountered mechan- 
ical problems in timed qualifying 
and their heat race could still get into 
the race, placed in the third wave by 
promoter option based on individual 
lap times turned during a heat race. 
That's how Dan Chivington, Anders 
Andersson, Doug Toland, Jimmy 
Adamo, John Bettencourt, Kevin 
Monahan and others made it into the 
200. Riders who just didn't go fast 
enough in qualifying or heats, but 
were close, made the alternate list; 
among those was Kathleen Coburn, 
who, along with Toni Sharpless, 
gathered considerable pre-race pub-

licity for being women racing Super- 
bikes. Coburn was sixth alternate. 
Sharpless was never close. Neither 
made the grid for the start. 

Tire wars were in full swing before, 
during and after qualifying. Lawson 
and Rainey were both on Michelins: 
Lawson's Yamaha ran a 2.50x17 front 
wheel and a 4.50x18 rear wheel; Rai- 
ney's Honda ran a 3.00x17 front wheel 
anda 4.50x18 rear wheel; both carried 
16/70-18 Michelin S0421 rear tires. 
Dunlop-contracted Schwantz's Suzuki 
ran 2.75x18 front and 4.50x18 rear 
wheels; he started with a Dunlop rear 
tire, switched to a Michelin for quali- 
fying, then tried a late-arriving Dun- 
lop 3.75/7.00-18 KR108 JD1250 in 
his heat race. Schwantz declared the 
new Dunlop to be the best of the three 
he'd tried, and elected to run it for the 
race. Tsujimoto also switched from 
Michelin to Dunlop for the main 
event. 

Baldwin, meanwhile, spent the 
week trying to make his Yamaha 
work with a 16-inch front wheel, 
finally switching to a 17 the morning 
of the final. He was also on Michel- 
ins. Merkel's Honda ran a 17-inch 
front and an 18-inch rear all week, 
and he stayed on Dunlops for the 
duration. 

Jimmy Filice put his Team Yamaha 
FZ750 out in front of the first heat 
race, but Lawson was past by the 
second turn of the first lap; Lawson 
had almost five seconds on Filice by 
he start of the second lap. Mike 
Baldwin had encountered ignition 
problems off the start and went in 
ind out of the pits several times while 
nechanics tried to find and fix the 
oroblem. Danny Chivington was third 








behind Lawson and Filice before slow- 
starting Schwanu passed and started 
running down Filice. It took Schwantz 
several laps to secure second place, 
and by that time, Lawson was 10 
seconds ahead. On the sixth of 15 
laps, Schwantz's Suzuki broke a con- 
necting rod on the back straight. 

That left Lawson way out front 
and Filice alone in second. Behind, 
four-time (250 and 350cc) World 
Champion Kork Ballington (Suz), 
Ricky Orlando (Hon), Chivington, 
Super Team's Lance Jones (Yam) 
and McMurter raced. Toland (Suz) 
had already pitted with a dropped 
valve. Chivington's bike threw a rod. 
Lawson went on to win by about 40 
seconds with an average speed of 
107.670 mph; most of Lawson's laps 
were 1:57s and 1:58s, the first five 
being 1:57s. Filice had 26 seconds on 
Ballington, who had 10 seconds on 
battling Orlando and Jones; Jones 
won that scrap for fourth place. 

"I was cruising the whole way," 
Lawson said afterwards. 

Rainey won the second heat, lead- 
ing all the way, but he didn't run as 
fast as Lawson did and he didn't 
stretch a giant lead on the second- 
place battle between Tsujimoto and 
Merkel. Rainey ran his entire raceat a 
mix of 1:58s and 1:595, pulling out 
six seconds, then seven seconds, then 
eight seconds on the dual between 
Japanese Formula One Champion 
Tsujimoto and Merkel. 

Merkel tried getting underneath 
Tujimoto on the fifth lap, but Tsu- 
jimoto came down and slammed the 
door hard. Merkel's probes were un- 
successful until the pair encountered a 
lapped rider in turn one late in the

heat race; Merkel got past and stayed 
in front to the finish. 

Behind Tsujimoto and Merkel came 
a fantastic battle between Springsteen, 
Camel Pro Series Grand National 
Champion Bubba Shobert (Hon), 
Dale Quarterley (Yam) and Ashmead, 
with Kosar Racing's Ottis Lance mov- 
ing up from the second wave to battle 
Bettencourt. The contrast between 
the riding styles used by Springsteen 
and his immediate competition was 
interesting; Springsteen didn't hang 
off as much, and didn't seem to need 
to. 

At the finish it was Rainey, Merkel, 
Tsujimoto, Springsteen, Shobert, 
Quarterley and Ashmead. 

Comparing their own radar-gun 
measurements from the two heat races, 
Rainey's mechanics noted that Law- 
son's Yamaha was reaching 165 mph 
at the start/finish line, versus Rai- 
ney's 163 mph. They blamed the dif- 
ference on an error in gearing. 

Plenty of riders had more to worry 
about than gearing. A rash of 
GSXR750 Suzukis with Yoshimura 
engine kits had exploded, and at least 
seven of those suffered disaster when 
connecting rod bolts broke two or 
three threads below the shoulder. It 
turned out there were two grades of 
rod bolts, unmarked ones that broke, 
and ones with four punch marks that 
didn't break. Thanks to a shortage of 
spare parts and strict adherence by 
Yoshimura R&D to their no-warranty 
policy, many Suzukis would reach 
the starting grid with largely-stock 
engines.

The stage was set for the Daytona 
200. The fastest riders couldn't go 200 
miles on their tires, crews for Law- 
son, Baldwin, Rainey, Merkel, 
Schwantz and others had practiced 
wheel changes; a good refueling and 
wheel-change stop would take less 
than 20 seconds. If all went well, one 
wheel change would do it. 

For riders with slower lap times 
and less-powerful bikes, a single rear 
tire would last 200 miles, but they'd 
still need two gas stops. 

Some riders had additional prob- 
lems adding to the stress of calculat- 
ing battle plans and strategies. Adamo 
wouldn't make the race, he was hurt 
in a BoTT collision on Friday. Plenty 
of riders could worry about their 


bikes' engines, which had blown up

in practice, qualifying or the heat 
races. Several had crashed at one 
point or another, including Merkel 
(twice), Baldwin, Filice, Jones, Sho- 
bert. 

Lawson hadn't blown up, hadn't 
crashed, hadn't had a problem. He 
put on new boots for the race, Styl- 
Martins with a swath of checkered 
flag design built into the outside of 
the foot. Lawson pointed to the check- 
ered design and said, “This is it.” 

The flag dropped, and when the 
race hit the second corner it was Law- 
son out front with Rainey second and 
Schwantz third, Filice and Baldwin 
trailing. Rainey led out of the chi- 
cane and around the east banking, 
but Lawson was again in front at the 
start/finish line and then the two 
were back in the infield. Schwantz 
was just behind, losing a 10th of a 
second here, a 10th there, pulling 
away from the pack but visibly strug- 
gling to keep touch with Lawson and 
Rainey. Schwantz looked a little more 
desperate into the corners, the bike 
leaned over and coming in on a tight- 
er line, faster; Schwantz a little less 
smooth on the exit, not much, but 
there just the same. 

Lawson looked effortless, the 
Yamaha not sliding or twitching, 
Rainey hooked on his rear tire. The 
pace was hot, Lawson’s first lap from 
a standing start 2:05.58, his second a 
1:58.37, his third a 1:57.95. Lap four 


was 1:58.53, laps five and six 1:57.53 
and 1:57.25. Rainey was as fast, slip- 
ping past Lawson here and there, 
pulling a little distance, then Law- 
son instantly back ahead and several 
lengths in front. Lawson looked in 
control, looked to have the upper 
hand. If anything, Lawson's Yamaha 
pulled harder just off the corner, and, 
if anything, Rainey had a bit of top 
speed, but it was a fair contest. 

It was on those fifth and sixth laps 
that Schwantz realized the pace was 
too hot, he'd say later, knowing that 
he'd have to back off a little to be sure 
of running the distance. It was a per- 
fect opportunity for Schwantz to make 
the mistake of wanting it so bad that 
he couldn't judge what he and his 
bike could reasonably expect to do on 
that track on that day for 200 miles. 
But Schwantz didn't take the oppor- 
tunity to crash or blow, didn't grab 
the chance to not only get beaten but 
also not finish. 

Instead, he backed it down, from 
his first few laps at 1:58.56 and 1:58.50 
to 1:59.94 and 1:59.31 and 1:59.31 
again. That's where he'd run for the 
next 40 laps, 1:59 and some 2:00s 
mixed in, every lap. 

Not Rainey. He was on Lawson, 
and on Lawson he'd stay. Except the 
firing order of the V-four Hondas 
seems tougher on tires than the even 
power impulses of competitive inline- 
fours when they're run hard at Day- 


tona, and Rainey's Honda was being 
run hard on the high banking of Day- 
tona. Which brought him slowing 
dramatically at the chicane, then pul- 
ling into the pits on the 15th lap, 
chunks pitched out of his Honda's 
rear tire. 

The crew wasn't ready, a mechanic 
would say later, having been told by 
their radio man that Rainey was 
parked in the chicane. So in rolled 
Rainey, wanting a tire; by the time he 
left, about 50 seconds had been lost 1n 
the pit alone, and Lawson was long 
gone. 

Meanwhile, privateer Chivington 
and the FZ750 built by George Vin- 
cenzi was cutting through the field 
like a shark in sardines. Chivington 
had passed the entire third wave by 
the first corner, and was through the 
second wave in five laps. It was 
slower going for Chivington as he 
worked his way through the first 
wave, and it sometimes took him a 
lap or two to pass a rider or a clump 
of riders; he passed them, and kept 
moving forward. At first, Mike Harth, 
also a third-wave starter due to quali- 
fying trouble, was moving at about 
the same pace, a few positions, then a 
dozen positions behind Chivington. 
Toland, too, was moving, less dram- 
atically, determined to run the cau- 
tious race and finish. 

Filice was defending his position, 
Baldwin, Tsujimoto, Merkel, Shobert, 
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Kevin Schwantz; playing it smart 
for 200 miles. 


Springsteen, Ashmead, McMurter, Jeff 
Heino, Orlando, Ballington, Quar- 
terley, Super Team's Ricky Graham 
(Yam), Keith Pinkstaff stringing out 
behind, separating into clumps, and 
getting down to the business of rac- 
ing 200 miles. 

By the fifth lap, Filice was five 
seconds behind Schwantz; Tsujimoto 
had passed Baldwin and was gain- 
ing; Shobert was stalked by Spring- 
steen; Ashmead, McMurter and Bal- 
lington were linked up; Heino battled 
Graham and Orlando. 

Lawson and Rainey were lapping 
traffic on the seventh lap; Tsujimoto 
was fourth, nine seconds behind 
Schwantz, Baldwin and Merkel were 
hooked up for what would be an 
almost-race-long dice, and Filice was 
just behind. Springsteen passed Sho- 
bert. Quarterley was in the pits with a 
serious oil leak, a cam plug having 
blown out. 

Traffic was heavy for the leaders 
now, and Tsujimoto gained on 
Schwantz until they hit clumps of 
backmarkers, when Schwantz would 
pull it back. Even so, Tsujimoto 
pulled up within three seconds of 
Schwantz. And then the gas stops 
started. 

Lawson refueled on lap 18 of 57 
scheduled laps, leaving the pits in 13 
seconds. Schwantz pitted the same 
lap, and got out just about as quickly. 
Tsujimoto didn't pit, and so led one 
lap across the line, was caught and 
passed by Lawson as he rode around 
toward his own pit stop. 

Tsujimoto had a slow pit and 
slower restart. Baldwin and Merkel 
didn't pit until lap 20, when both 
pulled in. 

Lawson led Schwantz by about 24 
seconds on the 26th lap; Tsujimoto's 
slower stop had increased Schwantz's 
margin. Behind Tsujimoto, Merkel 
passed Baldwin, Baldwin repassed, 
their battle heating up. Just three 
laps later Rainey, who had worked 
his way back up into about sixth in a 
ferocious charge after his tire change, 
had to come in for yet another tire; 
he'd overheated and greased up his 
tire. 

Shobert's bike had slowed down, 
and Springsteen had left him behind. 
By the 30th lap, Springsteen was up 
to seventh, just behind Filice and 
gaining, and already ahead of Bal- 
lington, Orlando, and Kultalahu. 
Chivington was 12th, Shobert 13th. 
Chivington would reach the top 10 
before his Yamaha threw another 
rod. 

When Lawson made his second pit 
stop on lap 37, his crew added fuel 
and changed the rear wheel in 19.6 
seconds; before the stop, Lawson was 
running consistent 1:58s; when Law- 
son returned to the track, he cruised 
toward the finish with a string of

2:00s and a single lap at 1:59. He 
didn't take any chances in traffic and 
several times shook his head at lapped 
riders encountered mid-corner. 

Schwantz by this time had a new 
tire on his bike, too, but the chain 
had stretched, the sprocket teeth al- 
most worn off, and his problem was 
making it to the finish without throw- 
ing a chain or being caught by Mer- 
kel, who was gaining. Baldwin was 
out, with what he though was a reoc- 
currence of the ignition problem en- 
countered in his heat race. Schwantz 
felt his bike's chain jump and bang 
against the swingarm and ran 2:03s, 
2:04s, even 2:06s, playing gentle with 
the throttle. 

Merkel's chance at second ended 
with pieces thrown out of his Hon- 
da's rear tire; he didn't even finish the 
cool-down lap after the checkered 
flag fell, instead pulling over at the 
exit of the infield and riding back 
into the pits without travelling around 
the banking again. Rainey had yet 
another stop, seven laps from the fin- 
ish, to add fuel; his early stops had 
thrown his stop schedule out of 
whack and he couldn't finish with- 
out the last pit. 

Springsteen caught and passed 
Filice, Filice repassed and pulled 
away. Toland was back on the track 
after a long stop to change a front 
wheel; his 18-inch SF11 Michelin 
had chunked on the banking and 
Toland, thinking the sudden vibra- 
tion was a thrown rod, pulled in the 
clutch and coasted in behind the pit 
wall; his crew lost plenty of time 
finding him, locating the problem, 
pushing him to their pit, and making 
repairs. But when Toland reentered 
the race, he found himself passed by 
Filice and latched on, the two mov- 
ing away from Springsteen at a good 
clip and running together for six or 
seven laps. Then, three laps from the 
finish, Filice's bike broke a rod; he 
coasted to a halt, but was still credited 
with 10th place. 


Tsujimoto was long out of the 
race, his engine blown. Graham's 
engine slowed down, he thought later 
he'd broken a valve spring with a 
hasty downshift, and he crashed after 
being pushed out by a lapped rider he 
encountered mid-chicane. Betten- 
court's engine broke. Super Team 
pilot Steve Parrish's Yamaha wouldn't 
rev over 9000 rpm, perhaps with 
another broken valve spring. McMur- 
ter worked on finishing, running a 
gear high in the corners to make the 
engine last, counting on a good posi- 
tion at the end. Ottis Lance's bike 
threw a rod. Dave Busby's Honda's 
rear wheel broke; Monahan didn't 
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make a single lap before his engine 
blew. Ballington's Suzuki broke, 
throwing a rod despite his riding it 
conservatively, to plan, even shifting 
early. 

Rainey was dejected. “T had the 
same tire as Eddie,” he said. “I thought 
I was being a little easier on the tire 
than he was. We were going at a 
pretty good pace. So off the corners 
he was spinning it little more than I 
was. So I figured, I won't spin it as 
hard, ride a more conservative race, 
because I could see the tires were get- 
ting a little slippery. Then, down the 
straightaway, I felt this vibration, I 
thought, naw, it's just Eddie's draft, 
but I went into turn one and felt this 
clunk, clunk, clunk, clunk and 
thought I wonder what the hell that 
is. I went through the right and left 
and felt this thunk, thunk, so I shut 
off and let Eddie go. I was up over the 
front of the bike looking around, it 
was vibrating so bad. I knew some- 
thing was wrong so I just cruised in. 
There was a big chunk out of the 
back ure. The second time it gave me 
the same indications, and after seeing 
that chunk I wasn't about to take any 
chances. The last tire was fine; it 
backfired one time and blew the ex- 
haust pipes off near the end; I guess 
I'm just lucky I finished fourth. When 
you're 87 seconds behind Lawson, 
what kind of incentive can you get? 

"I'm just lucky to leave here with 
points," Rainey said. 

"I thought if he was going to run 
the whole distance that way, we were 
going to be in for a hell of a race," 
said Lawson of Rainey. "It was justa 
matter of getting through traffic and 
traffic was just so bad. Eventually I 
think we would have been in trouble 
that way, just getting through traffic.” 

Asked about his tires, Lawson said 
"It went off, it got slippery, but it 
wasn't like it was unrideable.”’ 

"Everything went pretty good," 
said Schwantz. "I ran with 'em a 
couple laps and I said this pace was 
too hot. They told me before the race 
if it gets too intense, back off a little 
and make it all the way." *

Johnson tops Daytona 





Team Honda's Rick Johnson was unstop- 
pable once again in the 15th Annual Day- 
tona Supercross by Honda at Daytona Inter- 
national Speedway. The win was Johnson's 


fourth in seven supercross 

events so far this season. 
Second in the main event 

was Honda's David Bailey, who 


got off to a poor start, then charged 
all the way to the runner-up slot. 
Third overall went to Yamaha's Broc 
Glover, who led in the early going, 
then fell back to his eventual finish- 
ing position. 

The Gary Bailey-designed course 
was altered from previous layouts, 
and now offered more rough terrain 
than ever before. “T've added a new 
rough straight right in front of the 
grandstands," said Bailey before the

race, “ 


ing racing where the fans can see it 
best. Off the start, the riders will head 
right towards the stands; the fans will 
have all the action right in front of 
them." 

A new watering system was added 
to the speedway's infield area (where 
the supercross is laid out) so that each 
section of the track could be watered 
separately. The whoop sections were 
longer and rougher than ever before, 
making for racing where any line 
could be the right one. 

Purse money is also a factor at Day- 
tona. Top riders were looking for a 
piece of the $60,000 pay-off, the big- 
gest purse offered on the circuit in 
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Broc Glover (4), David Bailey (6) and Ricky Ryan (20) fight for the top spot 
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at the start of the single 12-lap main. Bailey fell moments later, giving 
Glover the lead. Johnson is hidden behind Bailey. 





The Daytona Supercross 1s unique 
in that 40 riders start the main event, 
instead of the usual 21. A two-wave 
start 1s utilized to get all riders off 
safely. A crowd of 40,000 turned out 
for a fine afternoon of competitive 
racing. 


Heats 


Honda's Micky Dymond got in the 
groove early in the first heat and 
showed the way to Honda-mounted 
David Hand. Yamaha pilot Steve 
Burdette and Suzuki's George Hol- 
land started last after a first-turn 
tangle. 

By lap two Dymond was tailed by 
Yamaha rider Billy Frank, Hand, 
Honda support rider Larry Brooks, 
and Husqvarna factory rider Andy 
Stacy. Brooks used the next lap to 
work around Hand for third. 

The rugged terrain was taking its 
toll, causing Hand to fade. On the 
move was Kawasaki rider Alan King 
and Honda pilot Jeff Hicks. King 
worked into the second spot by the 
fifth and final lap, and Hicks made it 
to fourth. 

Dymond led all the way to the fin- 
ish, followed by King, Brooks, and 
Hicks. Due to the large starting field 
at Daytona, seven riders transferred 
from each heat; Yamaha rider Billy 
Frank was fifth, Holland came all the 
way through the field for sixth, and 
Stacy was seventh. 

"Five laps just isn't enough to pro- 
ject how I'll do in the main,” said 
Dymond. “I love running up front, 
but I'm still building my confidence 
at supercross racing." 

Yamaha's Jim Holley charged to 
the inside off the start of heat two and 
took the lead. Kawasaki rider Rick 
Ryan and Yamaha rider Alley Semar 
funneled into the two-three spots. 

Kawasaki riders Mickey Kessler and 
Billy Liles closed the gap on Semar 
by lap two. Both moved past Semar 
and into third and fourth. A few 
turns later Kessler bobbled, opening 
the door for Liles, Semar and Honda- 
mounted Canadian Arnaud Bernard. 

Holley held a cushion on Ryan 
and won heat two. The two had a 
half-lap lead on third-place Liles, 
and behind Liles came Semar and 
Bernard. Bernard almost lost 1t 1n the 
haybales down the last straight, but 
maintained for fifth. Kessler and Dave 
Hollis (Yam) filled the heat's final 
transfer spots. 

"I wanted this one for me and 
Yamaha,” said Holley. “I knew I was 


| taking achange with that moye tothe 


inside off the start, but I knew that's 
what it would take to get the lead." 

Eric Hall ran his Honda to the lim- 
its around the outside to lead heat 
three. Broc Glover put himself within 
striking range during the first lap, 
then flew by Hall on the front straight. 

Glover had a huge lead by lap two, 
setting the pace for Canadian Yamaha 
rider Ross Pederson, Yamaha's Keith 
Bowen and Suzuki's Mike Healey. 
Bowen got by Pederson on lap four, 
then broke free of Pederson and Hea- 
ley by the finish. Honda's Johnny 
O'Mara, Honda-mounted Canadian 
Doug Hoover and Honda-mounted 
Guy Cooper capped off the transfer 
positions. 

"I had the flow today and found 
the groove,” said Glover. “I think TI ll 
be able to put it together for 12 laps in 
the final. I came into this race with a 
broken wrist last year, and it robbed 
me of a good finish. This time I need 
to perform.” 

Heat four was controlled by Rick 
Johnson from start to finish. Yamaha 
rider JoJo Keller and Kawasaki's Jeff 
Ward were running two-three, but 
David Bailey moved past the pair to 
second on the rough front straight 
during lap onc. 

Johnson and Bailey pulled away 
from the pack with Ward and Keller 
in third and fourth. Honda rider 
Brian Manley, Suzuki's A.]. Whiting 
and Yamaha's Danny Storbeck were 
in a cluster running fifth-sixth- 
seventh. 

Johnson got a bit out of shape on 
the back straight during lap four, but 
accelerated and maintained the lead. 
Bailey was a close second, and Stor- 
beck had moved past Manley and 
Whiting for fifth. 

Johnson flew far and long off the 
finish line jump with Bailey less than 
three seconds behind. Ward had been 
closing the gap but never set up to 
pass, and finished third. Keller, Stor- 
beck, Whiung and Manley made the 
last direct transfer slots to the main 
event. 

“I cleared that big double jump 
(near the finish line) on the last lap, 
and that kept me ahead of David," 
said Johnson. “There was a lot of 
traffic out there to contend with, and 
I couldn't afford any mistakes.” 


Semis | 

Suzuki rider Jeff Frisz led the first 
semi until the final lap, when Yama- 
ha-mounted Mike Beier found the 
way around to win. Steve Burdette 
and Honda-mounted Kurt McMillen 


finished; third and fourth; | the top; 
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four from each semi earned a berth in 
the main. 

Yamaha rider Mark Murphy put 
his Florida sand experience to work 
and won semi two. Yamaha’s Scott 
Burnworth fell in the first turn and 
came from last to a commendable 
second. Kawasaki's Eddie Warren held 
on to third after Burnworth slipped 
by, and the last transfer spot in the 
semi went to Honda rider Joe Wad- 
dington, the initial second-place rider. 

"I recently had my ankle operated 
on, and that made a big difference. 
Now, my riding style isn’t hindered 
anymore,” said Murphy. 


Last Chance Qualifier 


Only four slots were left for the 
main event, and Honda rider Tom 
Carson made sure he was headed for 
the final by leading the consolation 
race from gate to checkered flag. Russ 
Wageman kept his Yamaha in second 
the entire race. Kawasaki rider Mark 
McLaren and Yamaha pilot Doug 
Dubach were the last two riders to 
line up for the 40-rider main. 

“I think I'H know this track pretty 
well in the main; I have about three 
times as many laps on the course as 
the riders who qualified out of their 
heats," said Carson. 


Main 

Bailey was the man with the moves 
off the start of the two-wave start in 
the 12-lap main. Bailey used an out- 
side line through the right hand first 
turn, carried the line through the 
next straight, then went to the inside 
through the following left-hander. 
That proved to be Bailey’s undoing, 
as he was bumped through the bales 
and had to re-enter the race mid-pack. 

Hicks and Healey tangled and went 
down in the first turn, and had to 
start their charge from last. 

When the pack started to string out 
on lap one it was Glover and Holley 
one-two, Johnson and Dymond a 
close three-four, then Bowen, Ward, 
Ryan and King. Dymond was pick- 
ing up the pace when he crashed in 
the front whoop section. He broke 
three bones in his left foot, which put 
him out of the race. 

By lap three Johnson had closed to 
second behind Glover, while Ward 
was shadowing Johnson’s moves from

"I was dizzy after taking a hard 
fall, and I didn't even know where I 
was," said Bowen. “I wouldn't have 
gained any points riding around in 
back, so I pulled out.” 

Johnson set up Glover through the 
smooth section of the front straight, 
but didn't get by until he found a line 
on the rough back section of whoops. 
Johnson was quickly away, leaving 
Glover and Ward to fight over second. 
Bailey, Holley and Holland were 
running fourth, fifth and sixth at the 
end of the lap six. 

Ward, then Bailey got by Glover on 
lap seven, and when the leaders came 
around to the front section it was 
Johnson and Bailey in front. Ward 
was left picking himself up in a turn, 
then took almost a lap before he got 
his bike going again. 

"Idon't have bike problems, I have 
Bailey problems,” said Ward. “David 
center-punched me in the corner, and 
he hit me so hard that it bent my 
bike's swingarm and knocked the 
chain off.” 

With Ward out of the chase Glover 
regained third. Holley, Pederson and 
King were running in formation in 
fourth, fifth and sixth. 

Johnson stayed in control to the 
checkered flag, where he threw both 
hands into the air off the final jump. 
Bailey had closed a bit through the 
last two laps, but had to settle for 
second. Glover was back in third, 
fourth went to Holley, and King kept 
the pressure on to pass Pederson for 
fifth, earning the top privateer honors. 

"I've been down in Florida for two 
weeks practicing in the sand, and you 
can see how it paid off," said Johnson. 
“The track here today was more like 
an outdoor MX than a supercross, 
and I liked that. 

“T ve been racing for quite a while; 
I started riding when I was three, and 
now I'm in the winner's circle at Day- 
tona. This race is one I'll always 
remember.” 

“No one can catch Ricky when he 
gets a good start,” said Bailey. “I 
went wide in turn one to go for the 
lead, because I wanted to win. That

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but not in the main. When the gate 
dropped today I wasn't out to make 
friends, I was trying to get to the 
checkered flag first.” 

“This was my best finish at Day- 
tona," said factory veteran Glover. “I 
should have held up better, but I was 
making mistakes. I just started get- 
ting back up with the top riders, and I 
need more confidence. Maybe if I 
keep pushing I'll be able to stop this 
streak of red.” 

“Sometimes I think I'm too nice of 
a guy,” said fourth-place Holley. “It 
looks bad when I start a race in 
second and drop to fourth. I need to 
put my nose to the grindstone, race 
hard, work towards winning, and 
still promote the sport!” 


125cc Pro-Am 

Georgia's Keith Turpin kept his 
win streak alive by winning the 125cc 
Pro-Am main event. Turpin had aced 
the final at the Atlanta Supercross 
two weeks ago, and he was back for 
more of the same at Daytona. 

A mass pile-up off the start of the 
main put some top riders out of con- 
tention, including Pro-Am Champion 
Rodney Barr. Turpin, however, was 
clear of the trouble and was away 
with the lead on his factory-support 
Honda. Honda rider Mark Melton, 
Kawasaki's Ronnie Tichenor, and 
Kawasaki riders Tim Baill and Mike 
Jones were running behind Turpin 
in second through fifth. 

Tichenor set up Melton with an 
inside line, then passed to the outside 
to take second. Honda-mounted Mike 
Bias worked past Baill for third, but 
then landed on Jones off the finish 


line jump. Bias was shaken up but 





uninjured, while Jones was urans- 
ported to Halifax Hospital Medical 
Center in Daytona Beach. He was 
treated for a broken scapula (shoulder 
blade) and released. 

Turpin finished with an 18-second 
lead on Tichenor; Tichenor had a 
28-second gap on third place Baill. 
Florida rider Brian McClacy moved 
his Yamaha to fourth by race's end, 
ahead of Melton. 

“I dislocated my right shoulder at 
Gainesville (National MX) last week- 
end, and I still came back strong 
today,” said Turpin. “The shoulder 
didn’t really bother me that much. 
I've dislocated my right shoulder five 
times and my left one four times, so I 
know what to expect. I just took a lot 
of vitamins this past week and I was 
ready to ride.” *

Daytona Invitation 
Road Race 
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Liebmann, Reiman 
score Historic Wins

Amol Precision's Kurt Liebmann waited 
until the last corner of the last lap to gas his 
1970 Honda CR750 factory-kitted four- 


cylinder past Team Obsolete's Dave Roper 


on the ex-Dick Mann factory 
BSA triple to win the Formula 
750 class of the Invitational 
Historic Amateur Road Race 


on the short course of the Daytona 
International Speedway. Peter John- 
son on the Rob North-framed Tri- 
umph factory replica finished third. 

The race, the third of the six 12-lap 
events on the 1.76-mile course using 
the infield and part of the banking, 
was the most competitive, with Lieb- 
mann winning in a photo finish after 
leading early 1n the race then drop- 
ping back. 

Liebmann led the first three laps 
before Roper took over on the fourth 
lap. By then the front-runners had 19 
seconds on Johnson in third, who 
had about six seconds on fourth- 
place Gary McCaw. Roper, turning 
lap times 1n the 1:27 range on the 
short course, knew that Liebmann 
had a horsepower advantage and 
waited for the inevitable pass. 

"He had a little top end on me and 
a little better acceleration. It's hard 
for me to follow so I decided to try to 
get by him and build up some kind of 
lead," Roper said. - 

Liebmann had two choices at the 
end of the race. “Either I pass on the 


banking.or.on the last turn..We.went « +a a traffic of the Ab-rider field, pulled 


on the banking side-by-side,” Lieb- 
mann explained, “So I waited until 
the last corner and got on the gas a 
little sooner.” 

The victory was a photo-finish, 
with Liebmann on top. “With David 
I have to wait for the last lap,” he 
said. “I had him for a while, but I let 
him by to see where he was going." 

Although he'd won the 500cc Pre- 
mier class the last two years, Lieb- 
mann wouldn't be as lucky this year. 
Roger Reiman on the 1957 KR750 
side-valve Harley-Davidson led the 
entire race and won by almost nine 
seconds over Team Obsolete's Roper 
on the 1959 G50 Matchless. Fellow 
Obsolete team member John Cron- 
shaw took third on the 1961 G50 
Matchless. Liebmann, who'd won 
the race the past two years, dropped 
out on the first lap when the flywheel 
on his Rennsport RS500 BMW came 
loose. 

“When they said to go, I dropped 
the clutch and I went," thethree-time 
Daytona 200 winner Reiman said. 
Riding the motorcycle that made 
him the first rider to go over 150 mph 
at the Speedway, Reiman settled into 
a pattern of 1:26 lap times and 
stretched his lead at will. By the 
halfway mark he had about four 
seconds on Roper and, once in the 
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away at about a second a lap. oper 


was almost eight seconds ahead of 
Cronshaw at the same point and Ron 
Damaren, the Canadian Production 
Champion on a GSXR Suzuki, was 
comfortably lapping his 1954 Norton 
Dominator 500 twin in fourth. 

“I had just a little horsepower on 
them,” Reiman said after his easy 
win. “T had a little trouble with traf- 
fic now and then: They said that old 
people don’t have good reaction time, 
but I proved them wrong today.” 

“Traffic was pretty hairy,” Roper 
began. “This is the classiest field 
we've had yet. Roger put it together. 
He's the class of the field and he's 
due. The first lap I took it easy, then 
it became clear he was pulling away. 
I was still pushing because I didn't 
know Licbmann and Frank Mrazek 
had dropped out.” 

Syd's Cycles' Malcolme Tunstall 
took his 1970 Ducati Desmo to the 
overall win in the Lightweight One 
and Two combined race. Tunstall 
led Dave Roper for three laps before 
Roper dropped out leaving second to 
the lone front-running two-stroke, 
Joe Lachniet's 1966 TD-1C 250 Yama- 
ha. Lachniet held second for most of 
the race, but was overtaken at the end 
by John Cronshaw on the 1962 AJS 
7-R. In fourth was Team Obsolete's 
Marco Polo, on the 1964 AJS 7-R that 
Rod Coleman rode to win that year's 
Isle of Man Tourist Trophy race. 
Gary McCaw finished fifth on the 1971 
Ducati just ahead of Michael Green 
who, though sixth overall, was first in 
the Lightweight Two race. John Long 
on a 1964 TSS Bultaco was second and 
Ed Culbertson was third on a 1965 
Ducati. 

Long came back to win the Lighi- 
weight Three on the Bultaco, while 
Beno Rodi finished second overall, 
but won the Pre-World War TI class 
in the race, which combined three- 
classes, with the Lightweight Four 
class taken by Reinhold Winkler on 
the 1959 Ducau. 

Rodi, who entered five of the six 
vintage races on his collection of 
Indians, BSA's, and Nortons, had his 
best finish in the two-rider Pre- World 
War II class. George Wilson on a sim- 
ilar bike finished second. 

Rodi's second best finish was a 
third in the Veteran (Pre-1950) class 
on a 1947 Norton. The Manx Norton 
swept the field, with Tom Faulds 
winning with his 1949 model and 
Mark Samuelson second on the 1947. 

The Vintage “C” combined class 
featured 350-500cc and 501-750cc 
classes. The overall winner was ex- 
patriate American Richard Haas on 
the 1963 Norton Dominator Twin. 
Haas, who lives in Paris, France, and 
has raced extensively in Europe for 15 
years, made his American debut a 
winner by taking the 501-750cc class 
on a 1963 Norton Dominator Twin. 
John Zwerican on a 1967 BSA beat 
R.N. Root for second. 

In the 350-500cc class, Danny Lind- 
sey, fifth overall, put his 1970 Honda 
ahead of Dennis Liggett on a 1968 
BSA. e

Formula Two win

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 8 


It took him four attempts, but West Ger- 
many's four-time World Champion Anton 
Mang finally won the Formula I wo race at 
Daytona International Speedway. The Roth- 


mans Honda ace stormed to a 
big win over a supporting cast 
of Europeans including second 
and third place finishers Sito 


Pons and Harald Eckl. California's 
Don Greene was the first American 
with a respectable fourth place finish. 

“It was quite an easy race,” the 36- 
year-old Mang said. “It was more like 
a long practice than a race. Every 
time I would see a pit signal there 
would be two seconds (gain on second 
place) every lap.” 

Mang's first Daytona win came in 
his fourth year and after taking a five- 
year break from 250cc racing on the 
Florida track. He led from start to 
finish, but may have had a tougher 
ume if Pons, also Honda NSR250- 
mounted, had started from his assign- 
ed second spot on the front row. 

After compleung the warm-up lap, 
Spaniard Pons stopped at his pit to 
top-off his gas tank; when he tried to 
move to his front-row starting posi- 
uon, the two-minute sign was already 
up and he was stopped by officials. 
He was then forced to start [rom the 
back row, giving an early 20-30 second 





advantage to Mang and the other 
front runners. 

But Pons heroically blasted his 
way through the pack to take second 
place and to give Mang something to 
think about for the upcoming Grand 
Prix season in Europe. 

The third-place battle went down 
to the wire, or at least to what Greene 
thought was the wire. Greene and 
Eckl] engaged in a race-long battle 
that was unfortunately decided by a 
false checkered flag. With Mang clos- 
ing to lap Greene and Eckl on his 
final lap, the flagman waved the 
checkered flag at what he thought 
was Mang. It wasn’t; instead the flag 
went to Eckl and Greene, who instant- 
ly slowed, thinking the race was over. 
There was one more lap, however, 
and third place belonged to Eckl. 

Greene was visibly upset by the 
incident and immediately brought it 
to the attention of the AMA. “They 
thought I was Mang,” Greene said 


after viewing tapes of the finish. “It 
was a human error and those things 
happen, but I want them to apolog- 
ize. I let off, the checkered flag means 
the end of the race and I go by the 
flags.” 





Greene got his apology following 
Sunday's 200 miler when the AMA 
issued the following statement. “On 
behalf of the American Motorcyclist 
Association, I would like to formally 
apologize to Mr. Eckl and Mr. Greene 
for any confusion this error may have 
caused them,” Bill Amick said. “Don 
(Greene) approached us yesterday after 
the event and asked us to review the 
situation. It was a matter of protocol. 
No formal protests were filed.” 

Qualifying for the 100-mile race 
saw Mang a full second and a half 
faster than Pons after the German 
turned a 2:00.723 lap for an average 
speed of 106.160. Mang's Honda was 
fitted with Dunlop radials while Pons’ 
identical Honda NSR250 had Mic- 
helin radials. 

Third place on the grid went to 
Spain’s Carlos Cardus on another 
Honda. West Germany’s Reinold 
Roth was next in his first ride on a 
Honda after riding Yamahas in the 
1985 World Championship. “I found 
out very quickly that the Honda 
accelerates better than the 1985 Yama- 
ha,” Roth said. “Compared to the 
works Hondas, it is much the same 
on top speed but with not as much 
acceleration.” 

Roth was followed in qualifying 
by Eckl, Belgium’ sStephane Mertens, 
Greene, England's Gary Noel, David 
Curtis and John Long. 


The 76-rider field started lap one 
after a very unorganized gridding 
procedure that upset a few of the 
Europeans. Pons, however, definitely 
got stung the hardest. “The start 
procedure was shit," he said. “I stop- 
ped to top up my gas and the official 
would not let me go to the front. I lost 
at least 25 seconds and I reckon I 
could have stayed with Toni and 
beaten him.” 

Mang was also confused by the 
starting procedure. “I knew seven 
minutes to start wouldn't be much on 
a track that takes two minutes to go 
around fast," Mang said. “We hur- 
ried up and filled quickly. I noticed 
Pons was still parked and I left him a 
space." 

England's Noel, on a Dr. Joe Ehr- 
lich EMC, had the best luck with the 
start and led the field into turn one, 
followed by Greene. Mang was sixth 
in turn one, but by the time the lead- 
ers hit the banking for the first time 
he was up to third. On the banking, 
Mang passed Greene and Nocl like 
they were stopped and that's the clos- 
est anybody got to the German all 
day. 

Noel ran off the track in turn one to 
start the third lap as the race for 
second place tightened dramatically. 
Greene went from second to sixth as 
Mang led Roth, Long, Randy Ren- 
frow, Doug Brauneck and Greene. 


Long and Roth started to get away 
from the field in their battle for 
second while Pons was fighung 
gamely through the pack, trying to 
get in the top 10. 

After five laps, the little Spaniard 
was up to eighth and gaining rapidly 
on the six-rider battle for second. On 
lap six, Pons was fifth as he dove hard 
into turn one and three turns later 
Long went down in a cloud of dust 
after losing the front end. He ran to 
the undamaged bike and was quickly 
back 1n the running after losing sev- 
eral positions. 

A lap later, Pons moved by Roth to 
take over second place, but by this 
time Mang held a 25-second lead. 
Roth disappeared on lap 11 as he pit- 
ted with throttle problems, but man- 
aged to get going a lap down on 
Mang. At the halfway mark in the 
28-lap race, Mang led Pons by over 30 
seconds with Renfrow, Eckl and 
Greene fighting over third place. On 
lap 19, Renfrow started to fade as the 
clutch went away on his A.A Harper/ 
Dunlop/Shoei-sponsored Rotax. Car- 
dus took over the fifth spot with Jeff 
Heino sixth, and Brauneck seventh. 

On lap 22, Roth spun out exiting 
turn five while trying to prevent him- 
self from being lapped by Pons, but 
quickly remounted and rode on. As 
the Greene/Eckl battle went to the 
finish line to start the last lap, Mang 
was only six seconds from lapping 
them. This is when the flagging error 
took place. Mang took the win with 
Pons second and Eckl taking a con- 
troversial third over Greene. Fifth 
place went to Cardus with Heino 
sixth, Brauneck seventh, Long climb- 
ing back to eighth, Mertens ninth 
and Noel 10th. 

The relatively easy win may, how- 
ever, be Mang's last at Daytona. With 
the speedway's commitment to Super- 
bikes, Formula Two has become a 
rather expensive support class for the 
Europeans, considering the costs of 
travel to the U.S. According to Mang, 
he spent close to $10,000 in expenses 
to come to Daytona and left with only 
$4600. 

Mang, who has 32 Grand Prix 
wins to his credit, usually receives 
$10-12,000 for just appearing in Euro- 
pean races. "Losing $7000 1s not the 
way to make a living," he said. "We 
are not even a support race if you 
compare prize money with that of 
even the Superbike heats.”

Italy's 1981 500cc World Champion Marco 


Lucchinelli came out of semi-retirement to 
dominate the Grand Prix Battle of The 
Twins class at Daytona International Speed- 


way on his Team Leoni Cag- 
iva. In the Heavyweight Modi- 
fied portion of the program, 
held later in the day, Fred Eiker 


powered his Moto-Guzzi to the win 
while Peter Johnson held off the 
Lightweight field on his Cagiva 
Alazura. 

Lucchinelli, who has signed to 
drive in seven Formula 3000 car 
Grands Prix for the Cosworth Ameri- 
cano Jeans team in 1986, got back on 
a bike after finishing second to 
Harley-Davidson's Gene Church last 
year; this time, Lucchinelli took a 


fairly easy win on the Cagiva. 





The 31-year-old Italian broke the 
one-year-old average speed record held 
by Church by averaging 104.006 mph 
for the 75-mile event. Second place 
went to Australian Paul “Angry Ant" 
Lewis on a Quantel Sport-sponsored 
Cosworth (which was accompanied 
by former motorcycle and Formula 
One car World Champion John Sur- 
tees) after his battle with Jimmy 
Adamo ended in a top-speed colli- 
sion; Adamo crashed hard on the 
banking before the start/finish line. 
Third place went to defending Grand 
Prix class champ Church. 

In the Heavyweight/Lightweight 
Combined race, Fiker and his Renn- 
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sport Guzzi took over the lead from 
Harley-Davidson’s 1985 BoTT 
Champion Dave McClure for good 
on lap seven and cruised in for the 
win. Johnson (AMOL Motorcycles/ 
FBF), meanwhile, battled for the entire 
race with Eric Ginn’s Ducati Amer- 
ica Company Ducati before taking 
the win. 


The Grand Prix class started under 
sunny skies on Friday prior to the 
two 50-mile Superbike Heats and 
when the pack entered turn one they 
were led by Adamo, Church and Luc- 
chinelli. Lap one ended with the top 
four dicing hard into turn one with 
Adamo leading Lucchinelli, Lewis 
and Church. As the four entered the 
banking for the second time, Lewis 
showed the power of the Cosworth 
engine by streaking past the others to 
grab the lead going into the chicane. 


Dan Chivington, after only six 
laps practice on the Australian, Bob 
Brown-owned Ducati, was up to sev- 
enth place and charging hard. The 
top four, however, were beginning to 
stretch a lead over the field with Luc- 
chinelli taking the top spot for the 
first time on lap three after a collision 
with Lewis in turn one. Lap four saw 
Harley-mounted Roger Reiman pull- 
ing off the track with a blown motor 
in turn five after battling early-on 
with Chivington. 

On the fifth lap, the leading trio of 
Lucchinelli, Lewis and Adamo started 
pulling away from Church, who 
seemed to be slightly down on power. 
By the seventh lap, Lucchinelli had 
begun to pull away from the field and 
opened up a 3.8-second lead on the 
fierce Lewis/ Adamo battle. 


The Australian, who was teethed 
on England's short courses, and 
Adamo were testing each other all 
over the track with the two bumping 
bars and fairings several times in turn 
one. 

On lap 10, Adamo went high on 
the banking and came down hard as 
Lewis moved up; the two collided 
and Adamo was knocked off his bike 
as it went sideways, the front wheel at 
full lock; Lewis said he was leading 
and that Adamo hit him in an effort 
to either slipstream or pass before the 
start/finish line, and that Adamo 
clipped the rear of Lewis' Cosworth. 
Adamo, on the other hand, said he 
was leading and Lewis hit him as he 
went by. 


“I was in front of him," Adamo 
said later. “As he came by he banged 
my front wheel and cocked it full 
lock. I didn't know I was going to 
crash, but I was going to punch him 
out anyway after the race. The only 
way Lucchinelli got away was he t- 
boned Lucchinelli in turn one and 
when he slowed down Lucchinelli 
got away. Then I was stuck with him. 
He kept running into me, and I was 
actually rolling off going into the 
chicane, trying to give him some 
room. To have to ride next to him is 
like impossible." 

Adamo suffered severe pavement 
rash on both hands and at presstime 
had undergone nine skin grafts in a 
New York hospital. He was other- 
wise uninjured. 

"It got hairier and hairier out 
there," Lewis, who suffered a broken 
little toe in the incident, said after the 
race. “He just did a silly thing, he 
went up high trying some super trick 
line. He hit me and I just gassed it up; 
it's a good thing the Cosworth is so 
heavy." 

Lewis also had a run-in with Luc- 
chinelli. "His elbow pulled my clutch 
lever out going into turn one,” Lewis 
said. "He wanted to win that race 
didn't he? I wasn't about to risk a 
Grand Prix season on one race.” 

Following the Adamo crash, Lewis 
slowed considerably with a combina- 
tion of a failing clutch and the relief 





of not crashing with Adamo. Luc- 
chinelli held a commanding 17.6- 
second lead on the 12th lap while 
Church started to gain on Lewis. 
Chivington, meanwhile, was up to 
fourth after an incredible ride con- 
sidering the lack of track time on the 
unfamiliar Ducati, but was starting 
to have problems with shifting. 

Starting the final lap, Church was 
right on Lewis as the two entered 
turn one, but Lewis gained the advan- 
tage on the infield and stretched a 
lead that held to the finish. Chiving- 
ton held on for fourth with Italy's 
Stefano Caracchi taking fifth on a 
Cobras-framed Ducati. Sixth place 
went to Stuart Cooper on another 
Team Leoni Cagiva, followed by 
Gregg Smrz on the Dr. John's Team 
Moto Guzz LeMans, Marvin West 
(M-G) and an out-of-retirement 
Roberto Pietri (Cag). 

The Australian Ducati team was 
pleased with the fourth place Chiv- 
ington achieved after a long week 
that saw the team having many prob- 
lems. “That was my practice,” Chiv- 
ington said. “I learned a lot out there 
and I was impressed with the bike; it 
was close to being in the program." 

Lucchinelli said, “After touching 
ines Lewis in turn one, I just took 
off. 

The 50-mile Lightweight/Heavy- 
weight combined event started with 
Denny Turnbull grabbing the hole- 
shot and Lightweight rider Robert 
Hanbury crashing in turn two. But 
by the end of the first lap, McClure 
had the lead followed by Paul Zie- 
schang and Eiker. Meanwhile, John- 
son had the early Lightweight lead. 

McClure started stretching a lead 
over the battle between Bert Stuckert 
and Eiker with Zieschang dropping 
to fourth. Ginn had moved up to take 
the Lightweight lead from Johnson 
as the two began their race-long battle. 

Eiker shook clear from Stuckert 
and began to reel in McClure after 
allowing the Harley rider to gain a 
1.5-second advantage. By lap five the 
two were together and trading places 
several times.a lap, but by lap seven 
Eiker had taken the lead for good; by 
lap eight, Eiker led by five seconds. 

Ginn and Johnson were still going 
at it, however, as the race went into its 
closing stages. Johnson managed to 
get by to take the win while Eiker 
went to the flag unchallenged. Stuck- 
ert put his Shelly's Kitchen/RK 
BMW/Team Jersey-sponsored BMW 
into third place behind Eiker and 
McClure while Zieschang finished 
fourth. English journalist Alan Cath- 
cart finished fifth followed by Sharon 
Friduss, out-of-retirement Ron Mass, 
Duaine Williams, Bob Griffiths and 
Bud Riddle. 

Kenneth Evan put his Ducati into 
third in the Lightweight class with 
Bradford Joyce taking fourth mapa 
Rick Burnett fifth.

Adamo opens Cycle 
Week with a bang

Team Leoni's Jimmy Adamo opened Cycle 
Week '86 by riding to two wins and a second 
at Daytona International Speedway, taking 
wins in Middleweight Superbike and Super- 


twins and a second in Formula 
Twins race. Adamo alternated 
between his new Ducati 750 F- 
I and his 650 Cagiva in the 
opening rounds of the AMA/CCS 
Sprint Series. 

For the first time in Cycle Week 
history the riders used the full Day- 
tona course and had the garage and 
pit area for use instead of the usual 


dirt area in the infield. Roger Ed- 
mondson, the driving force behind 
the AMA/CCS, said, “. . . This was 
due to the professionalism of the CCS 
riders and the continued support of 
the Speedway in providing first class 
racing facilities. We have the entire 
day for our racing and the use of the 
full race track and hope to continue 
each year in this manner.” 

Adamo's first win came in the

race, just ahead of William Kelly (191). Rafael Ferrer won the event. 





opening race, the Supertwins, which 
was combined for Experts and Novi- 
ces and also had Lightweight Super- 
bike One for Novices in the opening 
round. Adamo wasted little time in 
going to the front, taking the lead as 
the field entered turn one. By the time 
the pack hit the left-hander going up 
on the banking, Adamo had a com- 
manding lead with teammate Stuart 
Cooper leading Paul Zieschang on a 
1000 LeMans Moto-Guzzi, Jerry Wood 
on a 900 Cagiva and Frank Shockley 
on a 750 Triumph. Adamo continued 
to build his lead with theonly change 
in the final two laps of the seven-lap 
race coming on lap five as Zieschang 
and Shockley dropped from the hunt, 
moving Wood into third behind 
Cooper. James Stewart moved into 
fourth and Don Garneau rounded 
out the top five. 

Adamo's win in Middleweight 
Superbike wasn't as easy, he didn't 
get the lead until the fifth lap. Kevin 
Rentzell went out in front at the start 
on his FJ600 Yamaha with Greg 
Tysor, also FJ600-mounted, just be- 
hind Rentzell and Doug Krapata in 
fourth on his 550 Suzuki. Coming all 
the way from the ninth row was 
Cooper, who began to charge to the 
(ront and took the lead from Rentzell 
on lap three as Adamo moved into 
second. On the next lap, Cooper's 
battery went dead, and Adamo blew 
by on the banking. Rentzell was not 
giving up at this point and went 
around Adamo on the next lap. Tysor, 
Krapata and Danny Walker, riding a 
FJ600, all stayed close for the race for 
third through fifth as Rentzell and 
Adamo began to pull away from the 
field. By the white-flag lap, Adamo 
roared by Rentzell for good to score 
his second win of the day. Rentzell 
(ollowed in second, with Lakin third, 
Tvsor fourth and Clark Ohrstrom 
coming home fifth. 

The Formula Twins race combined 
Experts and Novices for what turned 
out to be one of the most exciting 
races of the day. Randy Renfrow, on 
the Malcolme Tunstall 750 Ducau, 
took a brief lead before Cooper took 
the Leoni Cagiva to the front. Ren- 
(row quickly dropped to fourth, as 
Adamo moved into second and Greg 
Smrz, on the Dr. John's Moto-Guzzi, 
moved into thrid. Cooper began to 
increase his lead, and by lap four 
appeared to have the win in hand. 
With two laps left Cooper's Cagiva 
dropped a valve and his ride was done 
for the day. It was now all Smrz and 
Adamo, with Smrz hanging close and 
using the chicane to make up time. 
The race came down to the final lap at 
the finish line as Smrz moved out and 


slingshot by Adamo, winning by less 
than a bikelength. 

“Thetrack was still a little slippery 
but things worked out,” said Smrz. 
“Cooper went real fast at the begin- 
ning, but I guess he had trouble. I 
think Jim didn't want to lead the 
next-to-last lap, and I didn't either, 
so I could get the slingshot at the 
finish." 

Adamo said, "I had a handling 
problem, and the bike was hopping 
all over the place.

classes was equally close with the RZ 
Challenge for Yamahas one of the 
best. Combined for Novices and 
Experts, William Kelly took an early 
lead followed by Pat Curran, Doug 
Wilson, and John Lowman. Low- 
man went in front on the next lap 
and never gave up the lead. Kelly, 
Curran, Wilson, and Paul Noble, 
who had joined the fray, were run- 
ning four abreast on the banking and 
through the infield as they swapped 
second through fifth positions. Kelly 
and Curran alternated in second and 
third until the end as Lowman took 
the win, with Curran second, Kelly 
third, Wilson fourth and Noble fifth. 
Robert Willis finished seventh over- 
all and first in the Novice class. 

The Formula One race for Experts 
saw an extremely fast field take the 


green flag with Pat O'Leary on a4 


12500 Yamaha going to the front 
first, followed by Forbes DuGuid on 
a GSXR750 Suzuki, Mark Chin rid- 
ing a FZ750 Yamaha and William 
Kelly, also on a FZ. By lap two, 17- 
year-old. John Kocinski, who had 
started on the 13th row, moved into 
the lead on his factory Yamaha FZ750 
and began to build a commanding 
lead. By lap four, Roby Head had 
joined the front runners and took 
over second. Head, Chin, DuGuid, 
and Kelly all ran within three seconds 
of each other, but could not run 
down Kocinski.

In the pre- 
liminary go of this new class, Barry 
Higgins BSA thumped by Todd 
White's Bultaco Pursang for the win,

with Mann's classicaluminum-tanked 
250cc Ossa capturing third. Mann, 
who rode his wife's bike in the clash, 
commented with a wide grin, ''I paid

vintage bikes out there in good con- 
dition. We'll just have to spread the 
word a little sooner next year and get 
more guys to run here. We had 150 
bikes at a vintage MX in California 
and the spectators loved it."

White wheeled off the gate to lead

In 125cc A action, Fox raced with 
Rob Johnson, Tim Raynor and John 
Thomson before pulling away on the 
second lap. “I had 125cc problems at 
Atlanta and Gainesville," said the

sponsored rider, “but a win here at 
Daytona means more to me anyway.” 
Fox has overcome a serious knee 
injury from last season to return to 
top racing form at Daytona. 

Fox put it on the line in a second 
class to duel with Michigan's Jeff 
Stanton in 250cc A action. The Team 
Green charger took the early lead 
with Stanton, Carl Vaillancourt, Troy 
Coons and Rick Lindell on the gas. 
Stanton turned up the throttle on his 
Barr-equipped Yamaha and danced 
by Fox in the whoops for the win. 
Stanton commented later, “My spon- 
sors have been great to me, but I owe 
the most to my mom and dad. They 
have taken me all over the country to 
go racing and I really appreciate their 
efforts.” 

Stanton hoped to double with a 
500cc A win, but left the gate behind 
Kraig Constantino, Pacquette, Robby 
Neeley and Lindell. Pacquette's Moto- 
sports/St. Jerome Honda bumped 
Constantino for the lead and Stanton 
soon jumped by into second place, 
quickly closing the gap. The class 
was not to be Stanton’s, as he fell ina 
turn and got up as Constantino and 
Lindell came by. Stanton explained,

D-37 Viewfinders GP: 


Baker edges Smith 





RIVERSIDE, CA, MAR. 1-2 


at Riverside

Mike Baker and his Yamaha YZ250 captured 
the overall win at the 18th Annual D-37 
Viewfinders GP at Riverside International 
Raceway, edging Husqvarna's Dan Smith 


by 10 seconds after the 100-mile 
race. Although Smith and his 
500cc Husky crossed the check- 
ered flag out in front, Baker 


followed one minute and 17 seconds 
back, and after the start time-adjust- 
ment had been computed, Baker 
emerged with the overall by a scant 10 
seconds. Smith wound up taking the 
500cc class win, while Dan Ashcraft 
finished second. 

A record turnout of riders attended 
this year's race, which is the final 
Viewfinders GP to be held at River- 
side International Raceway. The 
nine-mile-a-lap course featured some 
asphalt sections, waterhole jumps, 
waterholes, a motocross section and 
everything else in between. 


The start of Sunday's Expert race 
saw Baker leave the line-four row, 
almost one-and-a-half minutes behind 
Smith and Ashcraft. But out on the 
course, Baker made up the time needed 
to squeak through for first place. 
“My start was held up because a cou- 
ple of bikes went down in the first 
corner, OT I might have c aught Smith," 
said Baker, “but I guess the time is 
what counts, and even 10 seconds 1s 
fine." 

While Baker was fighting his way 
up in the time-adjusted standings, 
front-row starter Smith was caught 
in a head-to-head tussle for the Open 
class title with Husky teammate Ash- 
craft. 5mith got off to a good start, 
winning the holeshot competition 
for his row, but Ashcraft was hard on 





his heels into the first corner, with 
Team Husky's newest member, Chris 
Crandall, in hot pursuit. 

Smith and Ashcraft were neck-in- 
neck for the first four laps, with 
Smith barely squeezing through in 
[ront at the check each time, and by 
the end of lap four, the two had 
opened up a sizeable lead over Craig 
Adams (Hon) and Randy Norman 
(Hon), who were battling for third in 
the early laps of the Open class race. 
Crandall, who had fallen in the first 
lap of Saturday's Sportsman's race 
and taken a handlebar in the ribs, was 
hanging on for fifth position. 

By the end of the sixth lap, Smith 
had opened up a 30-second lead over 
Ashcraft that he held until the check- 
ered flag dropped, and the two were 
way out in front of the rest of the 
Open class field. Cagiva's Duane 
Summers edged up through the ranks 
into third and held the place through 
most of the later laps, but was forced 
into fourth place by a strong ride by 
Dennis Vetter (KIM) in the last two 
laps. 

Crandall, who was holding on to 
fourth place going into lap eight, de- 
veloped problems with what sounded 
like a lunched gearbox on his Husky 
and was forced to sit out the last lap. 

"Bike problems,” was his only com- 
ment after the race. 

“It was a great course and I had a 
really good ride the whole course,' 
said Smith. “They made it a lot more 
like a big motocross this year, which 
couldn't be better for me.” 

Ashcraft, who was recovering from 
surgery, said he was glad the race was 
over. "It wasa lot rougher than in the 
Sportsman's race yesterday, and I'm 
tired,” he said. “I had knee surgery 
three weeks ago and I've just sat 
around letting it heal since then, so 
I'm out of shape and really tired." 

While Smith and Ashcraft fought 
it out for the Open class lead in the 
early laps, the 250cc class bike of 
Baker and Todd Campbell (KT M) 
had begun making their move from 
row four of the grid. By the end of the 
first lap, Baker and Campbell, who 
were never more than a few bike- 
lengths apart at the check, had worked 
their way up to sixth and seventh 
overall, and were closing on the Open 
class leaders. Campbell edged ahead 
of Baker late in lap seven to take the 
250cc class lead and held it into lap 
nine, but the rear wheel of his KTM 
exploded and he dropped out, giving 
Baker a clear shot at the leaders. “I 
fell in the last lap,” said Baker, “and I 
fell down a couple of times before 
that, too. About the eighth lap a 
lapped rider threw mud all over me as 
I went by; I couldn't seea thing, and I 
had a lot of problems with my gog- 
gles. With all that mud, seeing 1s 
always a problem. but I had a great 
race even so.” 

A consistent ride from Paul Krause 
(Suz) kept him in third place through- 
out the 250cc class race, and moved 


him into second place after Camp- 
bell's disappearance in the last lap, 
with a fourth place in the overall 
standings. 

It was also a good race for Dale 
Knapp, son of longtime desert racer 
Art Knapp. Dale, who started one 
row behind Baker in the 250cc class, 
worked up from 12th in class at the 
end of the first lap to take sixth over- 
all and fourth in class at the finish. 

The Veteran Open Expert class 
was a runaway victory for Honda's 
Bruce Ogilvie, who said he has been a 
regular at the Viewfinder's Riverside 
Grand Prix. Ogilvie opened up a 
huge lead over the rest of the Veteran 
Open Expert field by the end of the 
second lap, and never looked back. 

Well-known ex-speedway cham- 
pion Mike Bast thrilled the crowd 
with a demonstration of how to take 
the holeshot off the start in his row of 
the Veteran Open Expert race. Bast 
told Viewfinder's race organizers that 
he rode their club's first Grand Prix 
at Westlake in 1966, and was racing at 
Riverside to be a part of their last 
Riverside Grand Prix. 

The Veteran 250cc Expert race was 
an upset victory for Andre Butcher 
(Yam), after Mike Sixbery led by a 
huge margin throughout the race, 
but didn't appear at the end of lap 
eight. Spectators reported that Sixbery 
fell hard near the end of the lap and 
needed a few minutes off the bike to 
recover. 

Sunday's morning race got off to 
an impressive start with a record 
entry of over 450 riders waiting on the 
grid. The Open Novice class looked 
like an easy win for Dan Waller 
(Hon), who had opened up a two- 
minute lead going into lap seven. But 
Waller's lead was cut to almost noth- 
ing at the checkered flag by Scott 
Kinnier, who started fourth on the 
grid and may edge Waller out in the 
time-adjusted results. Duane Potts, 
who led the class at the end of the first 
lap, came in hard on their heels to 
take third. Waller said it was tired- 
ness that made the race touch and go 
at the finish. I crashed on the second 
lap and that put me back a bit," he 
said, “but then at the end I just got 
tired and the other guys caught up." 

"I had him passed towards the end 
but then he got the right line behind 
a lapper and that was it,” said Kinn- 
ier after the race. 

Potts said his biggest problem was 
staying on the bike. “I thought the 
course was great. The problem I had 
was that I went down — twice I 
think. It wasn't keeping up with the 
leaders that was the problem, it was 
keeping off the ground!” 

The Veteran Open Novice and Vet- 
eran 250cc Novice classes were easy 
victories. Michael Burgett (Hon) 
stormed into the lead in the first 
corner of the Veteran Open Novice 
race and never even looked like he 
was being challenged, while David

After one red flag, which put 
Rob Churchill out of the final, Saund- 
ers bolted to the front with Majewski, 
Tyler, Mike Merrill and Mark Wyskiel 
in pursuit. Tyler dispatched Majewski 
just before the halfway mark and just 
past the crossed flags was by Saunders 
for the lead. Once clear, he cruised to 
the win. Majewski pushed Saunders 
back to third ahead of Wyskiel; Merrill 


held fifth. 
"I knew I could win it 1f I caught 


up with the guys in the front," Tyler 
said in victory lane. “The track got 
slicker as the day warmed up and I 
adjusted to 1t." 

Vision, or lack of it, was Saunders' 
problem. “I ran out of tear-offs in the 
early laps. I thought I had to stay out 
front just to make the finish."

Eight heats and two semis whittled 
the 64 Juniors down to a 12-main 
main. ` 

Eric Sassaman was the fast heat 
winner, and since the second semi was 
red-flagged with a lap to go and didn't 
get a time, Sassaman's semi win was 
also the fast one putting him on the 
pole for the final. Bryan Villella won 
the second semi. 

Sassaman went from the pole to the 
lead in the final with Villella and 
Robert Lewis following. Bryan Mc- 
Dowell was fourth ahead of Houston 
Short Track Junior winner Bruce 
Johnson. 

Villella was making his Wood-Rotax 
work on the low, slippery groove, with 
Lewis scooting by in the cushion. Mc- 
Dowell, in third, lost a shot at the win 
after overshooting turn three, but held 
third to the end. Sassaman dropped 
back to fourth where he would hold off 
Recil Hart at the finish. 

With Villella and Lewis using dif- 
ferent parts of the track it was only at 
the start-finish line that you could tell 
who the leader was and on the final lap 
it was Villella, but just barely. 

“I rode this bike for the first time at 
Jacksonville and really started to feel 
comfortable on it in the second prac- 
tice,” Villella said. He went on to win 
the race at Jacksonville and after his 
win here said, “I won my first threeas a 
Novice and I'd like to win my first 
three as a Junior." 

Lewis was passed by Villella on the 
backstretch during the final lap and 
admitted it was his own mistake. “T just 
slipped off going up the top." With the 
short half mile Volusia County Speed- 
way track being almost egg-shaped, it 
was a common mistake. 

After being put on the penalty line 
for jumping the first start, McDowell 
was pleased with his finish. "I was 
hoping to do everything I could from 
the back line. I was riding the high line 


at the top of the track because I found if 
I didn't I had trouble through the 
middle of the turns." 


Expert 

Ted Boody led the Experts in qualify- 
ing, turning a 21.839 second lap which 
was close to two seconds slower than 
Randy Goss' 1980 track record of 19.918. 
Morehead was second fastest, followed 
by Dane Ingram, Don Estep and George 
Roeder Jr. 

"It's real slippery here,” Boody said 
after picking up $200 for being fast 
qualifier. “I went out in practice and 
that high line was the one that worked 
real well." | 

Boody stayed high in his heat and 
quickly built up such a commanding 
lead that he could pick his left foot up 
halfway through the turn and power 
his way out. Canada's Jon Cornwell 
used the middle of the track to finish 
second and George Roeder passed the 
low-running Roger Durkee for third. 

Running even higher than Boody 
was Morehead who, despite a misfire 
toward the end of the race, held on to 
beat Ronnie Jones by 30 yards with 
Sammy Sweet edging defending series 
champ Terry Poovey for third. 

Pete Hames split from the third heat 
and let Dan Ingram and Will Davis 
battle for second with Ingram getting 
the nod at the flag. 

The final heat went to Tim Mertens 
with Rusty Rogers second and Don 
Estep the last transfer into the main. 

With the sun rapidly dropping, the 
main was waved off at 5:30 in the 
afternoon with Morehead and Boody 
in a class by themselves. They were 
using the cushion so well that the rest 
of the pack was nearly blinded by the 
dust in their wake. Hames and Ingram 
were contesting third while Mertens, 
Sammy Sweet and Cornwell went at it 
for fifth. 

Boody pressured Morehead the entire 
race and looked ready to pounce at any 
second. It would have to be an inside 
move since Morehead was riding the 
outside rim of the track. The move 
came on lap 10 with Boody coming 
underneath Morehead and moving him 
out just enough to get by. 

Once Boody went by, Morehead had 
no chance of catching him and settled 
into second, seven seconds ahead of the 
Hames-Ingram duel which went in 
Hames' favor. Sweet narrowly edged 
Mertens for fifth with Roeder seventh. 

"What can I say," was Morehead's 
immediate reaction after the race. “I 
was watching his shadow and I knew 
where he was every lap. He tried to 
come underneath me and I didn’t 
think that was called for. He hit my 
bars with his leg and it knocked them 
out of my hands.” 

“Steve beat me off the line,” Boody 
said, “T tested him on one side and I 
knew I couldn't go around him on the 
outside. I slipped a little bit going in 
and I don't know if I even touched 
him, -although he said I did. There 
were no marks on my bike.” ®

sports Club GSN 500cc series title 
over California's Russ Wageman 
(Yam, 5-4), who closed the series with 
470 points. 

Mike powered to a 1-1 win in the 
250cc Pro class, but the GSN 250cc 
championship went to Wageman 
(Yam, 3-5), who rode to sixth overall. 
In the 125cc Pro race, California's 
Jim Tarantino (Suz, 2-1) came out on 
top in a battle with fellow Califor- 
nian Bobby Moore (Suz, 1-2), to walk 
away with the series title. Honda- 
mounted Kyle Lewis (1-16) of Cali- 
fornia won the series 80cc Expert 
championship, despite a late-lap crash 
while leading the second moto. 

“Rocket” Rex Staten (Yam, 1-1) 
continued his domination of the Vet 
Pro division, but he had to fight off 
strong challenges from holeshot king 
Kenny Zahrt (Hon, 2-3), and ATK- 
mounted Randy Rodriguez (4-2). With 
one race left in the Vet Pro series, 
Staten holds a comfortable lead over 
Zahrt, who is locked into a close, 
second-place battle with Rodriguez. 

Ty Davis (Hon, 3-3) nabbed the 
holeshot in the first 125cc moto, with 
Tarantino running a close second, 
and Moore coming out of the gate in 
third place. Moore, knowing he had 
to take the win in order to stay in the 
title hunt, motored under Tarantino 
for second place on the third lap, and 
passed Davis for the lead on lap four. 
Taranuno got by a fading Davis on 
the fifth lap, but hecouldn' t catch the 
hard-charging Moore, who maintain- 
ed his advantage to the checkered 
flag. Shaun Kalos (Hon) trailed Davis 
across the line in fourth place; Jeff 
Matiasevich (Kaw) took fifth. 

Davis repeated his holeshot in the 
second 125cc moto, followed by 
larantino, and Gregory Wurster 
(Kaw); Moore managed a mediocre, 
midpack start. Tarantino dropped 
Davis to second on lap three, and by 
the fifth lap Moore had worked his 
way through traffic and around Davis. 
Moore gained on Tarantino in the 
late stages, but had to settle for second 
place when he couldn't reel in the 
Suzuki rider. Davis finished third, 
Matiasevich finished fourth, and

Points leader Wageman came out 
of the gate in first place at the start of 
the first 250cc Pro race, with Mike 
Larson, Tarantino and Californian 
Kevin Allman (Yam) all pushing at 
his rear fender; the close competition 
was ruled academic, however, when a 
red flag forced a restart at the end of 
the first lap. Holeshot king Zahrt 
lived up to his reputation when the 
gate dropped the second time, but 
Wageman retook the lead almost 
immediately, sailing past Zahrt with 
a stylish, midair pass on Quall's 
second downhill. Larson powered by 
Zahrt to take over second place on lap 
two, and Tarantino dropped Zahrt to 
fourth on the following lap. Larson 
pressured Wageman for two laps be- 
fore motoring by for the lead on lap 
four. Tarantino dropped Wageman 
to third on lap six, setting up a 
Larson-T arantino-W ageman freight 
train that lasted until the checkered 
flag. Early leader Zahrt and his Kirk 
Benke-tuned CR250, finished the 
moto well back in eighth place. 

Wageman's 250cc title almost went 
upin a cloud of dust when he crashed 
hard at the top of the hill in turn one, 
immediately after the start of the 
second 250cc moto. Larson came out 
of the gate in first place and never 
relinquished his lead, even though 
Tarantino pushed him hard from 
second spot for the full 12 laps. 
Wageman remounted in dead last, 
but worked his way to fifth by the 
checkers, saving not only the heat, 
but also his championship. 

The Larson brothers put on a thril- 
ling display of two-wheeled sibling 
rivalry in both 500cc Pro motos, with 
Mike coming out on top in the first 
race, and Phil taking the honors and 
cinching the 500cc GSN series title in 
the second event. 

A hot battle for first place deve- 
loped between Phil and Mike seconds 
after the gate dropped in the first 
moto; Phil grabbed the holeshot with 
Mike following closely. The Larson 
duo banged bars in almost every 
corner, and left the rest of the pack 
running in their dust. Phil managed 
to block his Honda-mounted brother 
for the first half of the race, but Mike

lap 11, 1t looked as if he would hang 
on until the checkers, but Mike fooled 
his brother with a quick dive under- 
neath, midway through the final lap, 
and he took the win with a three bike- 
length advantage over Phil. Wage- 
man held third in the early going 
over Willy Simons (Hon), but Sim- 
ons reversed that order on lap five. 
Jim Ellis (Yam) passed Wageman on 
the sixth lap to set the top five finish- 
ing positions. 


Phil claimed an immediate advan- 
tage at the beginning of the second 
moto, with Mike right on his tail and 
Staten running a close third. Staten 
stayed with the Larson brothers for 
two laps, but dropped from competi- 
tion when he ran off the track on lap 
three. Phil managed to hold the lead 
over Mike every lap, but couldn't 
shake his hard-charging brother no 
matter how he tried. Mike continu- 
ally pressured his brother, sticking 
his front tire underneath Phil in 
almost every turn. On the 10th lap, 
less than one bikelength separated 
Phil and Mike at the finish line; they 
were Just as close when they took the 
white flag on lap 11. Mike finally got 
by Phil with a fast, downhill pass 
midway through the final lap, but 
Phil retook the lead for good with a 
powerful inside pass four turns from 
the finish. Simons and Wageman 
again battled for third place with 
Simons coming out on top. Ellis fin- 
ished fifth behind Wageman. 

It was the same old story in the Vet 
Pro class — Staten won both motos to 
claim the overall win, after Zahrt 
nabbed holeshots in both races. Randy 
Rodriguez followed Zahrt out of the 
gate in moto one, with Staten close 
behind. “Rocket” Rex got around 
Rodriguez on lap three when the rear 
shock went away on Rodriguez's big 
ATK, then Staten moved .past Zahrt 
for the lead on lap seven. Zahrt fin- 
ished second; Jon Miller (Kaw) took 
third; Rodriguez faded to fourth and 
Paul Thede (Yam) crossed the line in 
fifth. 

Zahrt’s lead in moto two lasted 
until the third lap, when both Rodri- 
guez and Staten powered by. Staten 
had problems with Rodriguez, who 
obviously had repaired his bike's rear 
suspension. The duo battled for the 
remainder of the race with the lead 
changing several times. Staten took 
the advantage for good on lap nine to 
lead Rodriguez and Zahrt across the 
line. Miller finished fourth and Thede 
nabbed fifth. 

Lewis dominated competition in 
the first moto of the 80cc Expert div- 
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sion. He won, the race even though . 
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he suffered a poor start and a third- 
lap getoff that left him running in 
sixth place with seven laps to go. He 
motored across the finish line, fol- 
lowed by Shane Trittler (Yam), Jimmy 
Gaddis (Suz), and Paul Winn (Yam). 

Gaddis won the second moto when 
Lewis crashed in the late-going. Lewis 
led the race for several laps, but went 
down when a spectator hurled a large 
rock at him and knocked him off his 
bike, according to a CMC spokesman 
quoung Lewis' mother.

Lojak battles Martin 
to win Gainesville 


Husqvarna’s Ed Lojak dueled with Can-Am’s 
John Martin for two and a half hours before 
winning the second National Hare Scramble 
of the season at Gainesville’s Gatorback Cycle 


Park. “We were having a good 
time,” explained Martin, after 
the competition, “but I think 
Lojak might have been playing 
with me.” Lojak, who took the 250cc 
A win, replied, “I wasn’t really play- 
ing, but I knew I had to save some 
energy for the last lap.” Honda- 
mounted Steve Genter topped the 
125cc A field and Kawasaki rider 
Larry Bergquist earned the 200cc 
overall A award. 

Martin praised promoter David 
Coombs’ challenging course. “This 
was the best event that I've ever rid- 
den in Florida,” said the Minnesota 
rider. “This course was fairly short 
(nine miles), but well laid out. 
Though we started lapping guys 
pretty early on, I didn’t run into any 
bottlenecks out there today. I would 
have preferred, however, 1f they'd 
included more tight wood sections. 
The circuit was fast, more like a 
motocross track.” 

Several disappointed riders arrived 
at the event midmorning, expecting a 
1:00 start, and missed the early start. 
“We changed the starting time to 8:00 
a.m. some time ago to give riders a 
chance to finish up and watch the 
Gainesville National Motocross,” ex- 
plained Coombs. “We're sorry for the 
mixup. Anyone who wrote or called 
us. for information received the cor- 
rected time.” “My literature said 8:00 
a.m.," commented Lojak, “I guess 
some guys saw the listing in the AMA 
magazine and showed up too late to 
compete.” Most got the starting time 
right, as 298 riders enjoyed a cool, but 
sunny day of intense hare scrambles 
competition. 


In the A start, half of the pack 
backed up in the second turn after 
one unfortunate rider caught a loose 
piece of fencing and started a giant 
Jam. After clearing turn two, the 
course snaked wildly through an 
abandoned cattle pen before break- 
ing out into a large open field. The 
route arrows continued to direct rid- 
ers up and over many of Gainesville's 
bald hills and around its famous lime 
rock quarries. 

Early leader Marcus Ricketts, ex- 
plained his loss of the lead. “I was 
ahead of Lojak and really going 
great," he said. “Then I thought I 
passed double arrows and turned 
around. I really felt like an idiot 
when I came back and saw that I was 
mistaken.” As the race continued two 
distinct races developed. Martin and 
Lojak battled at the point of the 250cc 
division with Steve McSwain and 
Fred Hoess trailing, while Honda- 
supported Ricketts led Husky's Fritz 
Kadlec and Mike Keen for the 500cc 
honors. 

Husky's Mark Hyde, who won the 
season opener in Louisiana, suffered 
bike problems on the parade lap and 
started the competition on a quickly 
borrowed machine. “The bike just 
wasn't set up for me and after one lap 
I pulled off," he said. 

Martin and Lojak were close 
throughout the race, as both pit crews 
worked feverishly to make their stops 
brief as possible. “I had two real traf- 
fic problems during the race," Mar- 
tin said. “I locked elbows with a guy 
on a Honda and he went down spraw- 
ling. I hope he's okay. Then another 
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Don Hough (Hon).

down. I lost my brake in that one.” 

Martin recovered from both acci- 
dents and held a 20 second edge on 
Lojak with two laps to go. On the 
final loop, Lojak closed the gap and 
made his move for the win. "My 
Husky worked well for me today," 
said the smooth Pennsylvania rider. 
“And it's pretty much the way it came 
out of the box.” Lojak's 1986 spon- 
sors are Husqvarna, Hi-Point, Smith, 
Metzeler, Bel-Ray, Autolite and I erry- 
Cables. 

Hoes settled for third, finishing 
with hands that looked like ham- 
burger. “The weather hasn't allowed 
us to ride in New Jersey yet,” he 
explained, “and my hands really 
caught it today.” KTM's Kevin Hines 
and Australian Geoff Ballard (Can- 
Am) stormed through the pack to 
eventually take over the duel for 
500cc supremacy. 

“My bike seized on the first lap," 
said Ballard. "I took it easy for a 
while and then began to pick up the 
pace. I finally caught up and got by 
Kevin, but he passed me back. ThenI 
laid the bike down in a gravel pit and 
it wouldn t restart. I did a bump start 
and took off. Just when I thought I 
was done for the day, I saw Kevin 
stopped alongside the trail.” 

“I ran out of gas on the last lap,” 
said Hines. “A super nice guy on a 
Honda stopped and gave me enough 
gas to finish and save second place.” 
Kadlec topped Ricketts for third. The 
Husky-sponsored Kadlec said “My 
arms pumped up and I still had blis- 
ters from last week. I had to back off 
the pace just to hang on." 

Meridian Honda-sponsored Genter 
said, after his 125cc A win, “With all 
the A bikes starting at once I didn't 
know that I had the lead until a guy 
on a Husky ( Jeff Dawson) passed me. 
We had a great race and congratu- 
lated each other at the finish." The 
Fayetteville, North Carolina garage 
owner said, “My wife and daughter 
made a fine support crew for me 
today and I really appreciated their 
help.” 

Dawson commented in his pit after 
the race, “Geoff Ballard and I rode 
together for Australia in the Six Days 
and he told me how good the racing 
was in America. I do like it here and 
I'm enjoying the travel with Mark 
Hyde and the Husky team.” 

Team Husky's Four-Stroke A win- 
ner, Tom Buckles, explained, “We 
had a controversy in the class. The 
promoters announced that all A rid- 
ers would start on the front row. David 
Crane (the second-place finisher) 
and I started in the first row, but Scott 
Summers and some of the others in 
the class started later. The officials 
awarded the late starters the time dif- 
ference, but we were still way ahead 
of them, with a lot of riders in between. 
It was an unfortunate situation, but 
not really our fault." e

Despite running out of gas on the whoop- 
strewn course, KTM's Kevin Hines main- 
tained a lead to take the overall win at the 
Daytona Sportsman Hare Scrambles. Over 


250 riders turned out for the 
Daytona Dirt Riders-sponsored 
event, and this year the race 
attracted a premier crowd of 


off-road competitors. “A good per- 
centage of the Alligator Enduro was 
cancelled in 1986 due to land rights 
problems, and the hare scrambles 
today gave a lot of those folks a place 
to go and race,” 

The Daytona Dirt Riders provided 
a six-mile loop which offered numer- 
ous switchbacks and hundreds of 
sandy whoops. A few water crossings 
were included, and the club’s moto- 
cross course was incorporated into 
the last part of each lap. 

Two separate heats showcased the 
day's competition. Senior, Super 
Senior, C classes, Mini and the 
Women’s class ran the first one-hour, 
20-minute heat, The rest of the field 


then diced throughout a two-hour, 
20-minute scrambles later in the day. 

Ballard led the field at the start ol 
the AA, A and B class race. Hines 
didn't waste a shift and took the front 
spot by the end of lap one on his 
KIM 300 MXC. He was trailed by 
Ballard and Husqvarna riders Mark 
Hvde, Allen Gravitt and Mike Melton. 

By lap two Hines had a 38-second 
lead on Ballard. Hyde and Gravitt 
were sull in the three-four slots. 
Honda CR125 rider Bruce Buerk and 
Suzuki-mounted Kevin Foley were 
using their MX backgrounds to move 
up through the pack. 

Hines kept motoring while the 
other top riders pitted for gas on lap 
four. By the time Hines pitted on lap 
five, a surprise was in store. “What? 
He's catching me?” said Hines as he 
blasted back into the course. Buerk 
was in striking range, and Hines 
wanted a salety cushion.

Lap five proved to be the attrition 
point. Ballard called it quits witha 
seized engine, while Gravitt and Buerk 
both had to pit with sheared sprockets. 
At the one-hour, 45-minute point in 
the race, Hines was holding a two- 
minute, 18-second lead. 

The track was getting rougher every 
minute, and the race was taking its 
toll on the field. Most of the competi- 
tors related that in the late stages of 
the hare scrambles the course seemed 
to be nothing more than endless 
switchbacks of whoops. 

Hines made it past the scorers area 
only one minute shy of the two-hour 
cut-olf mark, so he was waved through 
for another lap. The extra distance 
made the difference, because Hines 
found himself along the side of the 
trail a short while later. 

“I saw him sitting there and made 
my way to the nearest truck,” said 
Barry Higgins, who was competing 
in the race. “I don't know if I got him 
XR gas (without oil) or not, but what- 
ever it was I knew it would get Kevin 
to the finish.” 

Hines did make it to the finish 
with the win after a two-hour, 15- 
minute ride, which took him around 
the loop nine times. One-minute and 
l4-seconds behind Hines was Hyde, 
and in third was Buerk, 12 seconds 
later. Buerk's third overall finish 
included a five-minute pit stop to 
replace the front sprocket he sheared. 

Five seconds off Buerk's pace (on 
corrected time) was 250cc A rider 
Alan Andrew, and fifth overall was 
250cc B rider Yves Ducharme. The 
mix of classes in the overall column 
was unique: the rough Florida course 
had taken its toll on Experts and 
Novices alike. 


“The longer the better,” said Hines 
alter the race. “I do my best when the 
going gets tough, and today's course 
got tougher throughout the day. I 
don't know the bikes that well vet 
(Hines switched from Husky to KT M 
in 1986) but I'm getting the hang of 
Wu 

Of note was theday-long plight of 
"Ironman" Barry Higgins, whoopted 
to ride both heats. He grabbed first in 
the Senior class on a 500cc KTM in 
the first heat, then jumped on a 125cc 
KTM for the second race, where he 
placed third in the 125cc A class. 

"Since last Saturday I rode seven 
events, and I've won seven trophies,” 
said Higgins. "I guess I'm ready to go 
back to the motel and collapse in a 
heap." e

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World Motocross 
Champion Dave Thorpe:

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Winning a hard-fought

Five years ago, new world motocross cham- 
pion Dave Thorpe was worried he might 
never walk properly again. 

Infection in a broken leg meant the then 17- 


year-old's career could be 
nipped in the bud just as he 
was about to break into the big 
time. 

"I had the bone near the bottom of 
my leg plated, but infection set in and 
I had to walk with sticks for almost a 
year,” he recalls. “At the time the 
biggest question I asked myself was 
not whether I would ride again, but 
would I ever walk properly again. 
The doctors assured me I would be all 


began to have doubts.” 

The doubts were ill-founded. 
Thorpe sprang back quickly to esta- 
blish himself as a Grand Prix front 
runner and on August 18, 1985, at 
Wohlen, Switzerland, he became the 
second-youngest rider ever to win the 
500cc World Motocross Champion- 
ship. Only fellow British Honda rider 
Graham Noyce beat his record, being 
five months younger when he won in 
1979. 

But at 15, Thorpe almost turned 


40 ight, but it took such a long time I | his back on the sport that is rapidly — 





earning him his first $2 million. Top 
London soccer teams Chelsea and 
Queens Park Rangers had already 
spotted the tall center-half from Berk- 
shire to sign professional forms for 
them. Thorpe had more public expo- 
sure as a soccer player than as a moto- 
cross rider. 


"Atthe time, a television company 
was running a weekly penalty kick 
competition with the final at Wemb- 
ley before the League Cup final in 
front of 100,000 fans and the television 
cameras," remembers Thorpe. 


"I was so nervous my knees were 
shaking. I scored three penalties out 
of five against England international 
goalkeeper Peter Shilton, but it wasn't 
enough to win." 

Soccer was always the second love 
in the Thorpe household. Motocross 
ruled Dave's father Keith, himself a 
former racer and workshop foreman 
at a big motorcycle dealership. He 
started the family's only child riding 
at the age of three. 


Relaxing at nis luxury home in 
leafy Berkshire, just 30 miles west of 
London, with wife Sharron and 18- 
month-old son Lewis, Thorpe knows 
what went wrong in the past. 

“The first year with Honda was 
spent really learning the bike. But 
last year I could have been champion 
if I'd had good results in Holland and 
America. That's the main difference 
this year. I got the results. I knew I 
wouldn't be champion if I didn't do 
well there. 

"Holland was especially important. 
Erik Geboers had injured himself in 
Spain the week before, and that left it 
a two-way fight between Andre Mal- 
herbe and myself. 

"Andre went to Holland thinking 
he would win easily. This was based 
on the fact that in the past I'd never 
been good in the sand and have 
settled for places instead of going for 
it. This year I knew Holland was the 
start of the run-in to the end of the 
year — even though it was only half- 
way. I'd kept in touch and I was 
determined to do well." 


The first race soon settled into a fist 
fight between Thorpe and Malherbe. 
Thorpe led until the closing stages

with the Belgian falling in the first 
turn of race two, the Briton had the 
second race sewn up by the end of the 
opening lap and the title was in his 
sights. 

Straight after Holland came the 
USGP at Carlsbad, the graveyard of 
many world champions' hopes with 
its rock hard bumps and searing heat, 
unlike anything on the European 
circuit. 

"I went to California two weeks 
early to prepare myself. I trained hard 
in the heat and when it came to the 
race I was ready for it and used my 
head. 

"In the first race, Americans David 
Bailey and Broc Glover cleared off 
but that wasn't 1mportant to me as 
they only do one GP and weren't in 
the fight. 

"Georges Jobe was third and maybe 
I could have caught him, but I saved 
some energy for the second leg and 
settled for fourth. In the second it 
paid off. While Georges faded, I felt 
strong and got second." 

Malherbe, who had raced in France 
the week before while Thorpe was 
already training in America, finished 
the day with two sixths — and ex- 
hausted. 

"IthinkT've got him now," Thorpe 
admitted as he wiped the sweat from 
his brow minutes after the race. And 
although there was still a long way to 
go he'd certainly made the big break- 
through. 

"Up until America, I don't think 
Andre ever took me seriously. He 
thought I'd blow up or start making 
mistakes. But after Carlsbad, he real- 
ized I had it in me to beat him and it 
was too late for him to do anything 
about it.” 

Malherbe wasn't about to give up, 
however, as he strived for his fourth 
world title. He wasn't to be beaten on 
points by Thorpe in any of the four 
remaining rounds. 

But the Briton had taken the advan- 
tage. The British, Belgian and Lux- 
embourg rounds were tied and, as 
they prepared for the final clash in 
Switzerland, Thorpe still held the 15- 
point lead he'd brought home from 
California. 

But the Berkshire boy knew it wasn't 
over yet by a long way: “I saw in 
Luxembourg that Andre was a des- 
perate man. In the second race he was 
out to kill. My biggest worry about 
Switzerland was that he would knock 
me off." 

In Luxembourg the infighting cul- 
minated with Thorpe and Malherbe 
clashing in the second leg. Thorpe 
went down and had to cruise home 
second while the Belgian went ahead 
to win. He couldn't afford games like 
that in Wohlen. 


In the event he needn't have wor- 
ried. Thorpe set the fastest time in 
Sunday morning practice and had 
the choice of the start positions. Mal- 
herbe got third, but 20-year-old Brit 
Kurt Nicoll (KTM) took second and 
was well placed to be Thorpe's 
minder. 

As they drew up on the start gate, 
Thorpe went to the far right. Nicoll 
went next to him keeping Malherbe 
the next in line. When the gate 
dropped, Thorpe had a straight run 
up the inside, while Nicoll made sure 


Malherbe couldn't come across and . 


spoil things. But with two things on 
his mind, Nicoll crashed in the second 
turn, putting an end to any hopes he 
had of improving his fifth in the series. 

But he had done his job. Thorpe 
was away cleanly in second spot and 
in the lead by half distance. Mal- 
herbe, only fourth on the first lap, 
was hampered by flying mud spoil- 
ing his vision. He could only manage 
third by the close. 

Thorpe had a 20-point lead. Even 
if Malherbe won the second race, 15th

position would give the Briton the 
utle. But a breakdown would lose 
him everything. 

Malherbe made no mistake. He led 
from the first turn to the flag. Thorpe 
again started clearly and kept out of 
trouble. He eased from third to sixth 


in the second part of the race to 
become 1985 World 500cc champion. 


For father Keith, who after 17 years 
is still his son's mechanic, it was the 
longest race of his life. He knew if 
he'd made just one mistake prepar- 
ing the bike between the races, the 
title would be forfeited. 


"I thought my watch was going 
backwards," he admitted later. But 
after the race he was nowhere to be 
found. A quiet place to release all 
tension and emotion was all he need- 
ed. 

And Dad wasn't the only one hit by 
emotion as the Thorpe family claimed 
its prize. In the stands, wife Sharron 
wept as husband David came over the 
line to be lifted shoulder high by his 
fans. 


Even the normally ice-cool rider 
himself had a confession: “I cried 
most of the way around the last lap. 
When I saw Sharron and Dad's faces 
after I'd finished, that said 1t all for 


” 


me. 

But already Thorpe is looking to 
the future. Financially, he's already 
secure. 


“I can't say what it's worth being 
champion financially. But it's a six- 
figure sterling sum. I won't know 
until I've been champion for a year. 
I'm told Andre was earning some- 
thing like $900,000 a year as a cham- 
pion and that would be fine. What I 
would have got as second is peanuts 
compared with what the champion 
gets, however. 


“The money is certainly extra moti- 
vation for me, but being champion is 
also a personal thing. I wanted to win 
for myself and my family — just to 
know that I was world champion as 
much as anything else. 


"Being champion is the only thing 
I have thought about and worked on 
since last November. It's been the 
only thing that's mattered in life. 

"You can't blank it off during the 
week between races. You think about 
it all the time. Now I am champion, 
however, I won't be complacent next 
year. 

"Having the number-one plate 
makes me even more determined to 
win it again and to keep it for as long 
as I can. 

"Andre has told me he'd only lend 
me the plate for a year though — so 
come next April it 1s going to be just 
as hard all over again. You can be 
sure of that." o

McCoy wins at 
Memorial Stadium 


Willie McCoy of Garland, Texas, the only 
Pro-Am rider in the 10-man Pro-Am/ Junior 
final, scored a flag-to-flag win on the first of 
four nights of short track racing at Memorial 


Stadium. McCoy, the Pro-Am 
winner of Sunday’s Daytona 
Busch Half Mile, was pressured 
by second-place Floridian Mark 


Mannschreck, but didn’t bobble and 
held on for the win. Junior Robert 
Lewis was third. 

The 10 six-rider, six-lap heats were 
mostly follow-the-leader affairs with 
little opportunity for passing on the 
heavily-grooved limestone Memorial 
Stadium track. Four riders from each 
heat transferred to the four 10-rider 
semis and Mannschreck’s win in the 
fifth heat was the fastest, putting him 
on the pole for the first semi. 

Bryan Villella led for half of the 
first eight-lap semi, but Mannsch- 
reck got underneath him in turn two 
and lifted him out of the lead. Once 
past, his cushion grew, with Villella 
second and Jack Mayer third. 

Eric Sassman had no trouble win- 
ning the second semi and had no idea 
of the action behind him. P.J. San- 
chez took over second on the seventh 
lap and on the last lap, Scott Buchan

The third semi was all McCoy. He 
got the holeshot and won by almost 
the entire front straightaway. Robert 
Lewis got a bad start, but moved up 
to third with a second-turn pass on 
lap three, and a lap later, took over 
second from eventual third-place fin- 
isher David Bettencourt. The semi 
was the fastest of the night, with all 
three riders going to the main. Three 
would go from the two fastest heats 
and two from the slower heats, mak- 
ing up the field for the main. 

The final semi went to Craig Estelle 
after he slid under carly leader Bruce 
Johnson on the seventh lap. Dave 
Lamb earned the final spot in the 
feature event. 

McCoy was on the pole for the 
final, surrounded — but not intimi- 
dated — by Juniors. He sped into the 
lead, with Mannschreck close behind. 
Next came Sassaman, Lewis, Villella 
and Johnson. Lewis moved to third 
on the second lap and the top three 
were set, although Mannschreck kept 
the heat on.

and Peggy Bates' Honda which his 
parents, Eddie and Debbie, help spon- 
sor.

But it was 
working real well in three and four.” 

Behind the leaders many of the rid- 
ers were having their problems hang- 
ing onto the groove. Villella, fourth 
on the third lap, slipped back to fin- 
ish eighth, one spot below Sassaman, 
who was third on the first lap. 

Estelle held fourth at the halfway 
point, but a lap later, Sanchez got by 
and held on to the end. Estelle fin- 
ished fifth. 

Lewis moved up near the McCoy/ 
Mannschreck duel on the ninth lap, 
but with only three laps to go, ran out 
of time. 

"I was gaining a little going into 
turn one and losing a little going out. 


- I was getting on it too hard, I guess,” 


the J.L.&H Sales/Lewis Groceries- 
sponsored rider said. “It was a little 
bit slick out there." 

Due to the expense of racing, this 
was Mannschreck’s first race in over a 
year, and he had a lot of people to 
thank. “John Eaton built the motor 
and he was helped by Ace Miller and 
my dad Ed, in setting the bike up. My 
wife Patty helps out, too." The bike 
was set up nearly perfectly and 
Mannschreck didn't look too rusty 
after his one-year layoff. “He got a 
better line through one and two, and 
I had a better line through three and 
four. He made a few mistakes, but I 
haven't ridden for a year. It's just too 
expensive. This bike's for sale now, 
but I'll run the short tracks the next 
three nights." 

“I love it,” McCoy said in the 
winnner's circle. He did admit to 
being surprised that he'd beaten the 
field of second-year Pros. “A little 
surprised, or a lot surprised?" he was 
asked. “A lot surprised," he said with 
a grin. s

Davidson, falls to third by finishing 
third here. Boody and Morehead were 
1-2 after the Busch Half Mile. 

Of the 10 heats run, Jones' was the 
fastest at 1:55.865 for the six-lap race. 
Carr's win was next fastest with 
Sammy Sweet, Ingram, David Hebb, 
Pete Hames, Don Howard, Eric 
Rausch, Mickey Fay and Jon Corwell 
winning also. 

The top three from the four semis 
would advance to the main, with 
Jones winning the first semi easily 
over Terry Poovey, who had 50 yards 
on third-place Boody. 

Carr won the second and fastest 
semi, taking Hames and Scott Pear- 
son into the main with him. The win 
was the most impressive of the night 
with Carr taking the checkered flag 
as Hames entered turn four.

“You have to be considerably faster 
than the other guy to pass here unless 
you just knock them down,” Sweet 
explained.

If you keep getting the fast 
time, you stay on the far (pole) start- 
ing spot. The track's harder there and 
you get better traction for the starts.” 

Unfortunately for Sweet, being held 
up by Morehead made his semi win 
the slowest of the four, putting him 
in the loose limestone for the two- 
row, 12-rider main event. 

Ingram won the final semi with 
Will Davis second. Junior Craig Es- 
telle moved into third on the fifth lap 
and was the final transfer to the fea- 
ture event. Estelle, besides being the 
lone Junior, was the only non-Na- 
tional number in the field. 

The all-important holeshot went 
to Ingram, with Jones and Carr filing 
in behind; Davis was fourth and 
Poovey fifth. Boody briefly led Hames 
in sixth, but Hames was past by the 
halfway mark and settled into sixth. 

As one rider said of the one-line 
parade style of competition on the 
stadium track, “The only time a guy 
gets passed is if he's sitting in the 
haybales.” 

Ingram was consistent and stuck to 
the groove. Jones couldn't catch him, 
but couldn't be caught by Carr. And 
Carr was unaware that on the seventh 
lap, Poovey passed Davis for fourth. 

“I was just sleeping on the line," 
third-placed Carr said. “Danny block- 
ed me and Ronnie got a good line. I 
settled down at the halfway mark and 
didn't want to slip off the groove. I 
made a poor tire choice. Tomorrow 
I'll make sure I have fresher rubber 
for the main.” 

Jones said that he was “trying a 
little bit too hard. My gearing was 
wrong. He (Ingram) would run high 
to the middle of the turn and then 
straighten it off. That's where he beat 
me. If I could have beat him off the 
line, I could have held him." 

“I was just trying not to spin the 
rear tire," Ingram said of his front- 
running strategy. ''I had the second- 
fastest semi and I got a better start in 
the main. Roger Griswold built the 
bike and I'd like to thank K&N, Bar- 
nett, ND and Diamond Chain." 

None of the top three were think- 
ing about the outcome of the series. 
"I'm taking it one race at a time," 
Jones said. 2

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Griswold Racing's Dan Ingram (H-D) won the opening night of Junior/ 
Expert short track racing at round two of the Daytona Dirt Track Series. 


Boody, on the College Bike Shop 
Honda, took over the lead in the race 
for the $3000 top prize in the series 
with 41 points. GF Racing's Jones is 
second with 35, and Carr moved into 
a tie with Dan Ingram, llth tonight, 
with 33 points. Only Saturday night's 
remains. 

Ingram also did something no other 
rider could: he passed someone, and 
it came in his ninth-heat-race win- 
ning performance. Through the 10 
heats, four semis, and the main, the 
first rider into turn one won the race, 
making for an entirely predictable 
outcome. 


Going into turn three on the last 
lap of his heat race, Ingram stuffed 
under Junior Bryan McDowell, rode 
the low line under him, and gassed it 
for the win. It was the high point of 
the night. 


The other heat races were won by 
Terry Poovey, Jones, Aaron Hill, 
Boody, Carr, Billy Herndon, Pete 
Hames, Tim Mertens and Bruce 
Johnson. 


Randy Green was just coming out 
of turn four when Carr took the 
checkered flag to win the first sem1. 
Herndon held off fellow Texan and 
former series winner Terry Poovey 
for third. 

Jones, who won all three nights 
here last year, made short work of the 
second semi with Sammy Sweet hold- 
ing off McDowell for second. 
McDowell would be the only Junior 
and non-National number in the 
final. 


The third semi was a Pete Hames 
runaway, with Scott Pearson inherit- 
ing second and Mark Hartley third 
when Canadian Jon Corwell bobbled 
on the last lap. 

The final semi went to Ingram, 
with Boody second. Mickey Fay took 
over third on the fourth lap, but 
never made a move on Boody. 

Referee Freddie Ephrem kept the 
program running quickly and effi- 
ciently and brought the riders to the 
start line for the feature race at 9:15 
p.m. Fourteen, 18-second laps later, 
it would be over and Carr would be 
grinning and shouting in the winner's 
circle. 

“I had my bad start in the scratch 
heat," Carr said after the seemingly 
effortless win. "I cut a harder CANG 
pound tire in practice and it work 
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and the groove was a little wider. The 
track didn't break up. I don't know 
what they did to the track, but I hope 
they keep it up for tomorrow night." 

Changes in suspension, wheels and 
tires on Boody's Honda helped im- 
prove his race finish to second from 
10th on the previous night and from 
second to first in the point standings. 
“My bike hasn't been right at all and 
I haven't been able to work it out," 
Boody said. “I went to the blue Per- 
formance Machine spun aluminum 
4.5-inch rims, changed the suspen- 
sion set-up and tires. I was trying to 
keep up with Chris, but was making 
too many mistakes. My strategy was 
to not make any mistakes. If I caught 
him, I couldn't have passed him any- 
how. He was staying on the fast part 
of the track.” 

Jones said that his machine '*was 
working well in the semi, but it took 
a long time to get working in the 
main. I wasn't getting off the corners 
well. Idon't know if it was the rims or 
what it was. I was getting frustrated 
for a while. Then they started getting 
away from me.” 

After a quick tally of the point 
standings Boody realized that he'd 
gone “From six behind Ingram (31- 
25), to six ahead of Jones (41-35).” 
With one race remaining and eight 
points separating the top four riders, 
it's anybody's ballgame. As Ng a as 
they get to turn one first.

Jones tops finale, 
series

DAYTONA BEACH, FL, MAR. 8 
GF Racing’s Ronnie Jones of 
Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, 
earned the $3000 top prize in 
the $36,000 Wiseco Daytona 
ay win 


on the third and final night of Junior/ 
Expert short track racing at Dayto- 
na’s Memorial Stadium while pre- 
race points leader Ted Boody finished 
seventh. 

Jones, who won all three Junior/ 
Expert short tracks here last year, 
added the win to his third- and sec- 
ond-place finishes on the previous 
two nights to give him 55 points for 
the four-race series. Boody finished 
second in the final standings with 49 
points and Dan Ingram, fourth to- 
night, was third with 46. 

“Did I win the series?” Jones asked 
when he entered the winner’s circle 
after his impressive wire-to-wire win 
on the slippery stadium surface. “I 
can't believe it. I just rode the same 
way all night. Some guys wereriding 
up high, working the cushion. I 
stayed low and kept the bike set up 
for that line." Jones' Knight-framed 
Honda was ‘built by GF Racing's 
Dennis Harris, and Skip Marett was 
on hand to keep it running crisply. 

Second tonight went to Will Davis 
on the Avery Davis/Harris Merritt/ 
Yamaha East of Goldsboro, NC Har- 
ley 500R thumper. Davis had the 
second-fastest semi win next to Jones, 
followed him into turn one and was 
never seriously challenged. Third, 
also from the first lap on, but with 
less security, was Billy Herndon on 
the Nava Helmet/Karl Klement Ford/ 
Jemco Pipes/D.M. Best H-D Honda 
XR500. 

In an attempt to provide for a less 
follow-the-leader racing, short track 
personnel watered the track heavily, 
thereby delaying the program an hour 
and making the limestone track an 
extremely wet, slick surface. “We 
almost got rained out by the water 
truck," Herndon commented. 

“The lap times are two to three 
seconds a lap slower," Jones said. 
“We've been dong mid-17s and today 
we're right around 20 seconds a lap. 
The track is constantly changing, but 
it's still grooving up. You're going to 
see a lot of guys making mistakes 
because it's hard to be consistent out 
there. It will make for a better show 
for the fans, but it's really slippery.” 

Terry Poovey skated to the first- 
heat win of the night, diving deeper 
into turns one and two and squaring 
them off, but sticking to the groove in 
turns three and four. Charlie Orr 
won the next heat, with Dan Ingram, 
Herndon, Junior Bryan Villella, Chris 
Carr, Ted Boody, Will Davis, Mickey 
Fay and Jones winning their respec- 


tive heats. 
Poovey's was the fastest, putting 


him on the pole for the first semi. He 
sped from the green to the checkered 
flags with Villella second. Ingram 
and Floridian Mark Mannschreck 
battled for second until Mannschreck 
bobbled and went down face-first in 
turn three, unhurt. Ingram was in the 
main. 

Jones, the winner of the second- 
fastest heat, was a blur to the rest of 
his 10-rider semi. He had a quarter- 
lap lead before the halfway point and 
went on to post the fastest semi win. 
Orr was an unchallenged second and 
Fay pulled away from P.J. Sanchez 
for third. 

The best racing of the night came 
in the third semi with Herndon try- 
ing every tactic he knew trying to 
pass early leader Boody. Boody, on 
the College Bike Shop Honda, was 
able to hold him off until the ninth of 
10 laps, when Herndon went past in 
turns three and four. Sammy Sweet 
came into turn one too hot on the 
next lap, running Boody off the 
groove and then taking himself out 
of therace and giving the third transfer 
spot to Scott Pearson. 

Davis won the fourth semi handily 
ahead of Carr, who was trying the 
high line. “I tried making the high 
line work in the six?làp heat tace. I 











started getting around better up on 
top when I couldn't get past the rider 
‘in front of me,” Carr said, “so I did it 
again in the semi.” 

The final transfer to the main went 
to Pete Hames, who withstood the 
advances of Rodney Farris for the 
first eight laps until Farris backed 
off. 

For Jones to take the series title, he 
had to win the main event, with 
Boody finishing no better than third. 
With the fast semi win and the trea- 
sured pole position on the packed 
groove, Jones was starting out with a 
stacked deck. The final featured 11 
National numbers and Junior Vill- 
ella. 

When starter Poochie Cox flashed 
the green light, Jones went. “I only 
looked back once,” he said. “I just 
wanted to concentrate.” 

Jones split with Davis in furious 
and fruitless pursuit. Those two stayed 
on the developing groove, but behind 
them Herndon was running slightly 
ahead ot Carr by taking the low line 
to Carr's ride through the cushion. 
Ingram, Poovey and Boody were rac- 
ing as a trio for fifth. 

By the fifth lap, Jones had a 
straightaway lead, and barring mis- 
haps, would be the series winner. 
Davis was on the way to his best fin- 
ish of the series and Herndon was 
making it work in third. Carr had 
dropped back to sixth after getting 
run into a few times. “I got shoved 
into the wall by a couple of guys,” 
Carr explained. “I was using the 
high line, which gave me greater 
drive out of the corners and more 
straightaway speed. I was going into 
the corner about four mph faster than 
the others and they could move out 
and move me over.” 

Slowly watching his series title slip 
away was Boody, but he was far from 
disconsolate. “The bike 1s basically a 
TT bike. It's not set up for this track. 
I just put a 500cc cylinder and piston 
on it and used it for this and the 
Houston Short Track. It went as fast 
as it could. This is the first time that 
I’ve come down here in five years that 
I made the main all three nights.” 
Boody's second-place series prize 
money was 51200. 

Coming out of turn four on the 
14th and final lap, Jones raised his 
clenched fist 1n victory as he took the 
checkered flag. Davis was next, fol- 
lowed by Herndon, Ingram, Poovey, 
Hames and Boody. 

“There was no traction off the 
corners,” Jones said after his win- 
ning ride. “We were spinning and 
steering with the back end instead of 
pushing the front end. I know the 
cushion would go away, so we set the 
bike up to work on the bottom where 
it had been working all week. I knew 
that winning all three would be hard 
to do and I was pumped even though 
the half mile I won last Friday at 
Jacksonville wasn't a series event. It 
makes me feel a lot better going into 
the Camel Pro Series.” | 

Davis was at a loss for words to 
explain his success. “You got me. 
Basically, I just rode the same line 
and got a bunch of lucky breaks.” 

Herndon was back on track after 
accepting some unproductive advice 
earlier in the week. “The first night it 
was working real good, then we put 
on some trick tires. I went out in the 
heat and felt like I was on grease. 
That was the end of that. The other 
night we all tangled in the first turn. e

Roloff takes five at 
Willow Springs RR

WILLOW SPRINGS, CA, MAR. 2 


On a crystal clear Sunday at 
Willow Springs Raceway, vet- 
eran racer Ear] Roloff went five 
for five in the American Road 


Racing Association’s (ARRA) second 
event of the year. Roloff (Dunlop/ 
Seaweed Kawasaki/Spectro/Perfor- 
mance Machine) took wins in Open 
Superstreet, Open Stock Production, 
750cc Modified Production, 600cc 
Superstreet, and 600cc Modified Pro- 
duction. 


Although he handily won all of his 
events, there was an element of drama 
in his 750cc Modified Production 
class win. Roloff got a poor start on 
his 600 Ninja and entered turn one in 
midpack, as Steve Cardillo (Yam) 
took the holeshot. Going uphill into 
right-hand turn four, Roloff took the 
far inside line and passed a rider in an 
unlikely spot. The amazed rider 
promptly went off the track. Roloff 
had the sweeping, right-hand turn 
two totally wired, as he used it to pick 
up fourth spot on lap two, second on 
lap three, and finally to overtake 
Cardillo on the fourth lap for the 
lead. He went on to win by five 
seconds over the 750s of Cardillo and 
AMA flat-track rider Mike Minnig, 
riding a Suzuki. 

The Formula Two race was a barn- 
burner won by Clinton Whitehouse 
(Yam) of Bakersfield. Darren Fulce 
(Yam) led early with five riders in 
close formation up front. Page Cla- 
son (Yam), who finished the first lap 
in third place, moved up to challenge 
Fulce in turn one of the second lap, 
only to have the door shut by Fulce. 
Clason pried it open on the next lap 
as he stuffed his 250 Yamaha ahead of 
Fulce's on the same turn for the lead. 
Much to their chagrin, Whitehouse 
powered by both of them in turn nine 
to take over first place at the end of 
lap three. The order held until Cla- 
son retook the lead two laps later. 
Whitehouse doggedly pursued Cla- 
son while trying to hold off Fulce. It 
all came down to a drag race through 
turn nine on the last lap. Fulce tem- 
porarily edged Whitehouse for second, 
only to have Whitehouse pass both 
he and Clason for a very exciting win. 
Fulce finished in second spot, fol- 
lowed by Clason. 

There was a duel in the 750cc Stock 
Production class between the FZ750 
of Steve Cardillo (Dale’s Motorcyc- 
les/Dunlop/Long Beach Yamaha/ 
Spectro) and Kenny Kopecky’s new 
GSXR750 (Westlake Suzuki/Bel-Ray/ 
Trick Racing Fuel/Dunlop). At the 
start it was Kopecky with the holeshot, 
as Cardillo moved up and took the 
lead by the end of lap one. Cardillo 
appeared to have a horsepower advan- 
tage over the Suzuki of Kopecky, al- 
though .Kopecky got a beter drive

out of turns five and six. Kopecky 
repeatedly tried to use this to his 
advantage, as he would rocket out of 
turn six and close just inside Cardil- 
lo’s rear wheel going into turn seven, 
only to have Cardillo shut the gate 
each time. On the last lap, Kopecky 
pulled the stops out in turn nine, 
looking like he might have a chance 
to use Cardillo’s draft on the home- 
stretch. Cardillo held on to win by a 
bikelength. Alex White came in third. 
After the race Cardillo expressed sur- 
prise at overpowering Kopecky’s 
much lighter Suzuki, although 
Kopecky must outweigh Cardillo by 
at least the 30-pound difference be- 
tween their bikes.

LaRocco nails win 
at Huron GSN

QUAIL CANYON, CA, MAR. 1 
Yamaha-mounted Mike La- 
Rocco didn't let a first-moto 
fourth-place finish in the 125cc 
Intermediate division one class 
discourage him in any way today at 
Quail Canyon. Instead, LaRocco did 
what he had to do, and that was to 
come from behind and win moto two 
to capture the overall during round 
seven of the Continental Motosport 
Club’s, Skoal Bandit Golden State 
Amateur Nationals. 

In the first moto, Tony McGrath 
and his Honda CR125 were leading 
the way, while Steve Furuya, Mer- 
cedes Gonzalez (Kaw) and Rob Her- 
manek pursued. McGrath held on to 
the lead for two laps before Furuya 
slipped by. Once into the lead, Furuya 
took command, while McGrath 
maintained second place. While chas- 
ing McGrath, Gonzales crashed on 
the fifth lap and dropped back to 
ninth with Honda rider James Dobb 
inches behind. When Gonzales 
dropped back, Troy Welty inherited 
the third spot ahead of LaRocco and 
Jim Spotts (Hon). 

For the remainder of the race, posi- 
tions stayed the same with Furuya 
crossing the finish line in first, while 
McGrath, Welty, LaRocco and Spotts 
followed. On the final lap, Dobb 
squeezed by Gonzales for ninth. 

In round two, Gonzalez jumped 
into the early lead, followed by Her- 
manek, Dobb, Furuya, Sean Blan- 
chard (Kaw) and Adam Gallegos 
(Kaw). LaRocco was 10th after the 
first lap, but that didn’t last for long. 





The Yamaha pilot quickly got on the 
gas and began working his way up 
through the pack. By the second lap, 
LaRocco was third and pressuring 
Dobb for second. Two laps later, 
Gonzalez dropped back to third, while 
LaRocco passed Dobb for the lead. 
During the following lap, Gonzalez 
dropped back one more position when 
Spotts motored by. At the finish, it 
was LaRocco taking the win ahead of 
Dobb, Spotts, Gonzalez and Gallegos. 

Division two saw Kawasaki rider 
Lowell Thomson fend off long-time 
rival and 80cc Expert GSN champion 
Kyle Lewis for the win. 

Thomson started things off with 
the holeshot in the first moto, edging 
Brian Pryor (Kaw), Jeff Mabery (Yam), 
Chris Young (Yam) and Lewis. By 
the third lap, Lewis had taken over 
the second-place position, but Thom- 
son had developed a comfortable lead, 
while Pryor dropped back to fifth. At 
the finish, it was Thomson taking 
the win followed by Lewis, Mabery, 
Young and Pryor. 

Round two was clearly dominated 
by Thomson and Lewis, while 
Michael Craig followed in third 
throughout much of the race. Thom- 
son and Lewis stayed close to each 
other in every turn all through the 
six-lap race. But in the end, it was 
Thomson prevailing, beating Lewis, 
Craig, Young, Dennis Stephenson 
(Kaw) and Mabery. 

Thomson wasn't through yet. In 
division two of the 250cc Interme- 
diate class, Thomson spent two tough 
motos dicing with Craig. The start of 
the first moto saw Thomson jam into 
the lead ahead of Shane Johnson, 
Craig, Darren Gallagher (Kaw) and 
Jeff Reynolds (Hon). Craig took over 
second place during the second lap 
and set after leader Thomson, who 
set his own blistering pace and held 
on to the lead. 

Meanwhile, Reynolds and Gal- 
lagher had slipped into third and 
fourth, engaged in their own dog- 
fight. These two battled for the re- 
mainder of the moto, with Gallagher 
making a last-lap pass on Reynolds 
for third at the finish. Thomson held 
on to take the win, followed by Craig. 
Mabery finished fifth. 

The second moto was much like 
the first, but the first and. second 
place order was reversed. Craig shot 
into the lead this time, with Thom- 
son breathing down his back. In 
third was Honda rider Tim Whi- 
tlock; in fourth, Gonzalez. 

Craig and Thomson battled for the 
lead throughout the moto, while 
Mabery worked his way into fourth 
and started pressuring Whitlock for 
third. On the final lap, Mabery made 
his move and dove by Whitlock, tak- 
ing over third at the finish. Craig 
managed to defeat Thomson in the 
moto and in the overall. Craig's 2-1 
score topped Thomson's 1-2 for the 
win.

Rodriguez jammed into the front 
of the pack in the second moto, fol- 
lowed by Dan LaMere and Comstock. 
Rodriguez stalled, then LaMere, rid- 
ing a borrowed Honda, took a soil 
sample, allowing Comstock to once 
again take control. Yamaha pilot 
Bob Ziegler roosted past Comstock to 
take the lead, but Comstock stayed 
cool and waited for Ziegler to make a 
mistake. The white flag appeared and 
Comstock dived under Ziegler to 
charge back into the lead once again. 
Meanwhile, Gale Webb (Hon), recov- 
ering from her first- moto endo, 
worked her way through the pack to 
edge out Comstock on the last lap for 
the second moto win, but it was 
Comstock with a better first moto per- 
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= formance who took home the Inter- 


mediate gold. 

Randy Klassen (ATK) smoked the 
Amateur class with a 3-1 for his first 
win of the year. Guest Dave Hassel 
won the first moto by more than half 
a lap, earning himself a place in the 
Expert division for the second moto. 
Klassen closed the gap on Yamaha- 
mounted Glen Cox in the final lap of 
the first moto, but Cox managed to 
hold on to second. 

As moto two got underway, it was 
Klassen nailing the holeshot ahead of 
Greg Preston (Hon) and Husky rider 
Randy Wessels. On the second lap 
Preston stalled on the downhill, al- 
lowing Klassen to stretch his lead. 
Mike Langness moved into second 
and started to reel in the leader. 
Langness eventually pushed his Hon- 
da into the lead only to bail on the 
last lap, allowing Klassen the overall 
victory. 

Expert action saw Greg Humber 
(Yam) edge out Jim Beltnick and 
Honda-mounted Scott Freeman in 
the first turn, but, before the lap was 
over, Freeman had inherited second 
and was glued to Humber's rear 
fender. Freeman stuck with Humber 
for a few more turns, then pounced to 
take over the lead. Humber pushed 
his Yamaha to the limit but could not 
gain any ground on the Honda flyer, 
who slowly extended his lead. Humber 
suddenly dropped back to fourth as 
Beltnick and Ron Ryer (Yam) roosted 
past. Freeman, now way out in front, 
relaxed a little too much and got off 
on the downhill. Beltnick sneaked 
past while Freeman was restarting, but 
Freeman would not be satisfied with 
second place and berserked his way 
back into the lead to take the first- 
moto win ahead of Beltnick and R yer. 

As the second moto got underway, 
it was Humber once again who nailed 
the holeshot by a couple of bike- 
lengths, followed by the hard-charg- 
ing Freeman. The two leaders diced 
throughout the whole moto, trading 
the lead, but the gnarly track condi- 
tions began to take their toll on 
Freeman, who began to make mis- 
takes trying to hang on to Humber. 
Humber crossed the finish line first 
but had to settle for second overall as 
Freeman, so far unbeaten this year 
took the overall first. 

Novice star Tim Joines went 2-1 
for the overall win ahead of Pete 
Klassen and first-moto winner Bon- 
nie Collins.

Hart crushes 
Pros at Albany SX

ALBANY, OR, MAR. 2 
Kawasaki-mounted Grayson 
Hart took his green machine 
into the winner's circle after 
soundly handing his fellow 
125cc Professionals defeat at Albany 
Supercross, which is 75 miles south 
of Portland on I-5. Hart went 1-1 for 
the 125cc Pro win, while Alaska's Jeff 
MacDonald (Yam) won both 250cc 
Pro outings under clear Oregon skies 
at round 10 of the AMA Winter/ 
Spring Motocross Series. 

Hart and fellow Kawasaki speeds- 
ters Kenny Olsen (ATAK/Kaw) and 
John Woodley (ATAK/Kaw) led the 
125cc Pro class out onto the gnarly, 
silty, sand-lined course in the first 
moto. Hart was quick to pull away, 
but Olsen was right there to breath 
down Hart's neck after mounting a 


spirited charge. Olsen was to be denied 
the lead and followed Hart across the 
finish line at the completion, while 
Honda riders Gary Beyer and Keith 
Foidel filled the third-and fourth- 
place spots after Woodley bailed off. 
Woodley finished in fifth ahead of 
Washington's Jon Davidson on a 
Yamaha. 

Hart boogied into the lead in moto 
two, while Olsen was buried in the 
pack. Beyer, Foidel, Woodley and 
Olsen filled a fast and furious top five 
early in the moto, but it was Hart 
putting a good-size deficit between 
himself and second-place Beyer. Foi- 
del fell prey to both Olsen and Wood- 
ley late in the race, which dropped 
the Honda pilot to fifth at moto's end. 
Hart took a 1-1 for first aboard the 
LRD/Pro-Calibre Kawasaki over 
Beyer (3-2), Olsen (2-3), Woodley (5-4) 
and fifth place Foidel, who went 4-5. 

MacDonald, who now calls Rose- 
burg, Oregon home after recently 
moving down from Anchorage, 
Alaska, put his Yamaha of Roseburg 
YZ into the lead in the first 250cc Pro 
contest on the rough, pounding 1.5- 
mile track. MacDonald didn't let off 
the gas as he was being hounded by 
fellow Yamaha pilot Don Bisceglia. 
Bisceglia did all he could to get 
around the "Alaska Kid," but was 
doomed for the runner's-up spot after 
posting 2-2 rides 1n both motos. In 
moto two, Bisceglia ran a close second, 
but ended up with the short end of 
the stick ahead of KTM-mounted 
Hart. 

Bob Leach (Albany SX/KTM) and 
Dave Eakin (Portland ATV Hon) 
didn't let the spectators down in 
either moto of the 30-40 Trophy class. 
Leach and Eakin finished a close 1-2 
in the first moto ahead of Honda- 
mounted Mike Holbrook, Old Timer 
Money portion winner Bill Cook 
(Yam) and Kawasaki rider Tom Pil- 
cher, winner of the Trophy class. 
Moto two saw Eakin leading while 
Leach was buried midpack. Leach 
came from way back to settle within 
inches of Eakin with a lap to go and 
pressured the Honda rider from that 
point until three turns from the fin- 
ish. That's when Eakin unloaded in 
some loamy sand and lost the posi- 
uon to Leach, who went on to win 
with 1-1 rides over Eakin (2-2) and 
Holbrook (3-3). Pilcher pounded 
moto two in the Trophy contest for a 
1-1 over desert speedster Glen Weinsz 
(Hon) and Jay Laudigan, also on a 
Honda. 

Eakin did, however, come back 
blazing to win the overall in the 250cc 
B class with 5-1 finishes. Moto one 
went the way of rival Leach with Rob 
Annen (Kaw) and Kelly Whelchel 
(Kaw) taking second and third in the 
17-rider field. The second time out, 
Eakin was uncatchable, jamming his 
way into a lead he would never relin- 
quish. Leach was the victim of a 
crash early in the moto and was 
locked in an unfamiliar 10th-place 
battle with Ray Bruington (Kaw), 
Clay Light (Suz) and Joe Casey (Hon). 
Leach breezed past the trio, but that 
was as far as he would get and went 
1-9 for sixth. Eakin took the overall 
ahead of Whelchel's 5-3 rides and 
Joel Jamison, who posted 7-2 rides 
for third brass. 

In 125 C action, 26 riders entered 
chaotic turn one, but only 17 riders 
exited. Dan Beyer (Kaw) led Dave 
Livingston (Yam) and Honda riders 
Jon Wiley and Aaron Boehmer on 
the opening lap, but Beyer would 
only enjoy his lead for two more laps. 
That's when the KX pilot bailed off 
and handed Livingston the lead for 
the win over Boehmer, Wiley and 
Shawn Colangelo. Colangelo came 
roaring back to take a win in moto 
two, thanks to the demise of both Liv- 
ingston and Beyer. Paul Rosenaw 
(Kaw) used the chaos to nab second

More than 50 riders competed in 
four classes 1n the endurance race 
which featured a LeMans-style start.

Olsen ousts 
Woodley at Salem

SALEM, OR, FEB. 21 

Kawasaki pilots Kenny Olsen 
and John “Wildman” Wood- 
ley split moto wins in 125cc 
Pro action during the first of 
two consecutive nights of racing at 
the Oregon State Fairgrounds in 
Salem. Olsen won moto one and 
added a second in moto two to nab 
top cash payoff. Woodley won a 
moto-two shootout, but a first-moto 
third put the ATAK rider second in 
theoveralls. Washington's Scott Tyler 
came home from the Golden State 


Series to nab two classes, winning the 
250cc and Open Pro events. 

The first 125cc Pro contest had 
Salem's Olsen launch his ATAK/O - 
Neal sponsored KX into the lead 
ahead of Pro-Calibre rider Grayson 
Hart (Kaw), Honda-mounted Gary 
Beyer and teammate Woodley. Olsen 
held off Hart for the moto win while 
third fell the way of Woodley over 
Glenn Hunter (Suz) and Beyer. Moto 
two saw an on-the-move Woodley 
take command in the 10-lap race, 
while Olsen fought off Hart and 
Hunter for second, a position he 
would have to hold to the finish in 
order to nab the overall. The moto 
went Woodley's way in impressive 
fashion, but Olsen took top laurels 
with a second over Hart, Hunter and 
Beyer. 

Tyler (Yamaha Support/Hi-Point) 
easily breezed to a four-for-four moto 
win tally in both the 250cc and Open 
Pro outings in his usual style. The 
big-bore ranks have been down in 
numbers, and tonight only KTM 
rider Hart gave Tyler any challenge 
in the Open Pro portion. In the 250cc 
class, Don Bisceglia (Yam) was to be 
Tyler's closest competition in both 
motos. Bisceglia did all he could to 
reel in Tyler, but Tyler captured both 
motos and was the only rider in 
attendance to clear the triple jumps. 

The 125cc B class was trimmed to 
10 in order to fit the starting gate, and 
turned out to be one of the most con- 
troversial races this season in Salem 
when series front-runner Dennis 
McConnell and ex-Pro Ron Vande- 
hey, both on Kawasakis, were disqual- 
ified for “rough riding.” This opened 
up the door to Yamaha of Roseburg's 
Monty Spalding, who has been long 
overdue for a win in the class. Spald- 
ing took the lead and held on to the 
checkers for his second win in the 
series ahead of Yamaha-mounted Ray 
Bruington, Honda pilots Ed Jensen, 
Dana Anderson and Darren Rogers, 
who rounded out the top five. 

Pro-Calibre KTM rider Brian Hall 
came down from Vancouver, Wash- 
ington and like Tyler, took two classes 
during the evening. Hall won the 
250cc B and the 30-40 Money classes 
on his 250 KTM water pumper and 
his first task was the two 250cc B con- 
tests. Moto one saw Hall lose out 
after a rough battle from brother Kyle 
Hall (Hon), but the second moto was 
another story. Brian outrode Kyle to 
nab a 2-1 tally for first-place brass, 
edging Kyle's 1-2 tallies. Suzuki rider 
Ford Tannuck took a third with 4-3 
rides. Hall had an easier time in the 
30-40 class, dominating both motos 
by beating tellow 1970s Pros Bill 
Cook (Yam) and Honda rider Dave 
Fakin. 

Another great race was the 125cc C 
final. The class was run in the maxi- 
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mum 10-rider form after being 
trimmed down from 22 contestants. 
Salem's John Gregson (Team Taylor/ 
Kaw) topped his heat race and came 
back to lead the eight-lap finale ahead 
of second-heat winner Scott Garrison 
(Team Taylor/Kaw), Jeff Cook (Yam) 
and Brian Burnside (Suz). Gregson 
got some extra breathing room when 
Garrison bailed off in the whoop-de- 
doos and went on to victory over Cook, 
John Griffin (Kaw), Burnside, Garri- 
son and Paul Rosenow (Kaw), round- 
ing out the top six. 

Team ATAK-sponsored Dusty 
Brown was among the evening's big 
winners, dominating both the 80cc C 
heat race and the main event on his 
Kawasaki. Brown burst out of the 
gate to steal the show and was never 
headed, leaving the fighting to Troy 
Fuller (Yam) and Honda-mounted 
Ben Parker for the runner-up laurels. 
Fuller held on for a second with 
Parker third over local rider Roby 
Leach (Kaw). Danny Ulven man- 
handled the 80cc B class, winning both 
outings for a 1-1 blitz. Second went to 
Jason Pearson (2-2) while Bobby 
Eyman (Yam) took third via 3-3 rides.
